It  is  derived  by  taldng  the  total  for  an  item 
as  income,  taxes,  or  retail  sale^  and  dMdkig  it  by  the  number  of  persons  in  the  specified  p 
tion. 

Index  numbera.  An  index  number  is  a  meeaure  of  difference  or  change,  usually  expressec 
percent  relating  one  quantity  (the  variable)  of  a  specified  kind  to  another  quantity  of  the  sam€ 
Index  numbers  are  widely  used  to  express  changes  in  prices  over  periods  of  time  but  may  al 
used  to  express  differences  between  related  subfects  for  a  single  point  in  time. 

To  compute  a  price  index,  a  base  year  or  period  is  selected.  The  base  year  price  (of  the 
modity  or  service)  is  then  designated  as  the  base  or  reference  price  to  which  the  prices  for 
years  or  periods  are  related.

Tha  aample  ia  kicatad  in  729 
anaei  comprising  approtdmotety  1 ,200  counties  aitd  Independent  cities  with  coverage  in  every  State 
and  the  Oialrict  of  Columfaia  and  la  Hjb)ect  to  sampling  enor.  At  the  prasani  Ume,  about  66,000 
housing  units  or  othsr  Mig  querters  sre  aislgnod  for  interview  at  any  Ume,  of  which  about  ssiooo 
ore  occupied  by  households  eigfcle  for  interview;  of  these.  In  turn,  between  4  aitd  S  percent  aie. 
Kir  varioua  reaaona.  unavaiabia  for  Interview.

While  the  primary  purpose  of  CPS  is  to  obtain  monthly  statistics  on  the  labor  force,  it  also 
as  a  vehicle  for  inquiries  on  other  subieds.  Using  CPS  data,  the  Bureau  issues  a  ssries  of  | 
tions  under  the  general  title  of  Current  Population  Reports,  which  cover  population  charad 
(series  P-20),  consumer  income  (series  P-60),  special  studte  (series  P-23),  and  other  topics. 

Estimates  of  population  characteristics  based  on  the  1980  CPS  vvUI  not  necessarily  agr 
the  counts  from  the  1980  census  t)ecause  the  CPS  and  the  1980  census  used  dtfferent  pro( 
for  collecting  and  processing  the  data  for  racial  groups,  the  Hispanic  population,  and  ottier 
Caution  should  also  be  used  wtien  comparing  estimates  for  1980  and  later,  (for  educatio 
1981  and  later),  which  reflect  1980  census-based  population  controls,  to  those  for  1971  l 
1979  (for  education,  to  1980),  which  reflect  1970  census-based  population  controls.  This  ch 
population  controls  had  relatively  Uttie  impact  on  derived  measures  such  as  means,  mediai 
percent  distribution,  but  did  have  a  significant  impact  on  levels.  For  example,  use  of  198C 
population  controls  resulted  in  about  a  2-peroent  increase  in  the  civilian  noninstitutional  po| 
and  in  the  number  of  families  and  households.  Thus,  estimates  of  levels  for  1960  and  If 
differ  from  those  for  eariier  years  by  more  than  wtuit  could  be  attributed  to  actual  changei 
population  and  these  deferences  could  be  disproportionately  greater  for  subpopulation  groui 
for  the  total  population.

Population  estlmatea  and  prolecMowa.— National  population  estimates  are  derived  by  us 
cennial  census  data  as  benchmari(s  and  data  available  from  various  agencies  as  follows:  Birt 
deaths  (National  Center  for  Health  Statistics);  immigrants  (If^migration  and  Naturalization  S< 
Armed  Forces  (Department  of  Deferwe  and  Department  of  Transportation);  net  movement  bi 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  U.S.  mainland  (Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board);  and  Federal  employees 
(Office  of  Personnel  Management  and  Department  of  Defense).  Estimates  for  States  and  i 
areas  are  based  on  data  series  such  as  t)irths  and  deaths,  school  statistics  from  State  depar 
of  education  and  parochial  school  systems,  and  Federal  income  tax  returns.  These  estimate 
tain  estimated  emigration  of  160,000  per  year  since  1980  and  net  undocumented  immigra 
200,000  per  year.  For  further  information,  see  Current  Population  Reports,  series  P-25,  No. 

The  estimates  of  the  components  of  change  shown  for  intercensal  periods  for  States  inc 
residual  net  migration  plus  the  "error  of  closure,"  the  unexplairted  difference  between  the  est 
population  at  the  end  of  the  decade  and  the  census  count  for  that  date.  The  error  of  closure 
national  level  was  quite  small  during  the  1950's  (3,000)  and  1980's  (379,000).  However,  1 
1970's  it  amounts  to  almost  5  million. 

National  population  projections  irxScate  the  approximate  future  level  and  characteristics 
population  under  given  assumptions  as  to  future  fertility,  mortality,  and  net  immigration.  The  r 
used  to  develop  the  projections  involves  preparation  of  projections  of  each  of  the  comporw 
population  change— tiirths,  deaths,  and  net  immigration— and  the  combination  of  these  with 
estimates  of  the  cunent  population.  Projections  for  States  incorporate  furtfier  assumptions 
the  redistritnition  of  population  as  a  consequence  of  internal  migration. 

Population  estimates  and  projections  are  published  in  the  P-25  and  P-26  series  of  Current 
latfon  Reports.  These  estimates  and  projections  are  generally  consistent  with  official  dec 
census  figures  and  do  not  reflect  the  amount  of  estimated  census  underenumeration.  Ho 
these  estimates  and  projections  by  race  have  been  modified  and  are  not  comparable  to  the 
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rmoB  categofles  (see  section  below  under  "race").  For  details  on  methodology,  see  the 
dlBd  below  the  MMdual  tables. 

IwwIgiaUuiL— The  principal  source  off  immigration  data  is  the  StatMcaf  Yeart)ook  of  the  Immi- 
gntHon  mid  NtiunMailkm  Senfice,  published  annually  by  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service 
(INS),  a  unit  of  the  Department  of  JusHoe.  Immigration  statistics  are  prepared  from  entry  visas  and 
change  off  immigration  status  forms.  The  collection  off  U.S.  immigration  statistics  t)egan  under  tfie 
Act  of  1819.  Data  on  persons  arriving  in  ports  were  trsnsmitted  to  tfie  U.S.  Secretary  of  State,  who 
faportsd  tfie  information  periodteaWy  to  Congress.  Subsequently,  reports  to  tfie  Seoetary  of  State 
and  to  Congress  were  required  by  law,  as  wen  as  tfie  collection  off  data  on  immigrants  arriving  at 
larKi  bofdsrs.  Beginning  in  1906,  those  arriving  were  dMded  into  immigrants  and  nonirrwnigrants, 
dsperKing  on  how  long  they  intended  to  remain  in  tfie  United  States. 

Immigranis  are  alens  admitted  for  legal  permanent  residence  in  the  United  States.  The  proce- 
dures for  admlMion  depend  on  wfietfier  tfie  alien  is  residkig  inside  or  outside  tfie  United  States  at 
the  time  off  appfcalion  for  permanent  residence.  Eligible  alens  residkig  outside  the  U.S.  are  issued 
immigrant  visas  by  tfie  U.S.  Department  of  State.  Eligible  alens  residkig  In  tfie  U.S.  are  aHowed  to 
cfwnge  their  status  from  temporary  to  permanent  residence  at  INS  district  offices.  The  category, 
immigrant,  includes  persons  wtK>  may  have  entered  the  U.S.  as  nonimmigrants  or  refugees,  but 
wtK>  subsequently  changed  their  status  to  tfiat  of  a  permanent  resident  Thitt,  immigrants  as  meas- 
ured in  tables  6  through  9  and  11  and  12  do  not  equal  net  civilian  immigration  as  shown  in  table  5. 
Norvesidsnt  alens  admitted  to  tfie  United  States  for  a  temporary  period  are  rK>nimmigrants  (tables 
406  and  407).  Refugees  are  considered  nonimmigrants  wfien  Initially  admitted  into  the  U.S. 

U.S.  immigration  law  gives  preferential  immigration  status  to  aliens  wtK>  are  related  to  certain  U.S. 
citizens  or  legal  permanent  residents,  aliens  with  needed  job  siuns,  or  aliens  wtK>  qualify  as  refu- 
gees. Immigration  to  the  United  States  can  be  divided  into  two  general  categories:  (1)  those  sut)|ect 
to  the  srmual  worldwide  Imitation,  and  (2)  those  exempt  from  it  A  maximum  of  270,0(X)  immigrants 
may  be  admitted  annually  under  the  current  worldwide  limitation.  Visa  allocation  is  determined  by  a 
system  conriating  off  six  preference  categories,  each  with  its  own  numerlcai  limitation.  The  first 
socorKi,  fourth,  and  fifth  preferences  are  based  on  the  alen*s  relationship  with  a  U.S.  citizen  or 
legal  permanent  resident  and  the  third  and  sixth  preferences  are  based  on  needed  job  sIdNs  (see 
tsMe  9).  Alens  not  elgft)le  for  any  off  tfie  six  preferences  may  qualify  for  tfie  nonpreference  catego- 
ry. Heavy  demand  for  preference  visas  has  rssulted  in  no  nonpreference  visas  being  issued  since 
1978.  These  exempt  from  tfie  worldwide  limitation  include  immedtate  relatives  of  U.S.  citizens,  refu- 
gees and  asylees  adiurting  to  permanent  residence,  and  ottier  various  classes  of  special  immi- 
grants (see  tsble  9). 

Effective  November  1966,  Cubans  admitted  or  paroled  (is-,  admitted  wittKXJt  an  immigration  visa) 
into  the  United  States  after  January  1, 1959,  and  present  in  tfie  United  States  for  at  least  2  years, 
may  obtain  permanent  resident  status.  A  court  decision  in  September  1976  exempted  Cuban  refu- 
gees from  numsridri  Imitations,  retroactive  to  1968.  The  Refugee  Act  of  1980  changed  tfie  residerv 
cy  requirsment  from  two  years  to  one  year.  Beginning  in  fiscal  year  1985,  INS  began  adjusting  elgi- 
bie  Cuban  entrants  who  were  admitted  to  the  U.S.  as  part  off  the  Mariel  boat  lift  off  1980,  which 
consistsd  of  approximatsly  125,000  people. 

Effective  Ocfiob&f  28, 1977,  refugees  from  Vietnam,  Laos,  or  Omnkxxia  were  elgft)le  to  apply  for 
permanent  resident  status.  Pubic  Law  95-145  provided  tfiat  Indochinese  peroled  into  the  United 
tHalss  after  March  31, 1975,  or  physically  present  on  tfiat  date,  may  become  permanent  residents 
after  Iving  for  at  least  2  years  in  the  United  States.  This  period  was  changed  to  one  year  under  the 
Refugee  Act  of  1960.  P.L  95-145  expired  on  October  18, 1983.  Indochinese  refugees  who  entered 
the  U.a  between  March  1975  and  Apr!  1980  are  eligUe  to  acfjust  status  under  P.L  95-41^  the 
Act  of  OcMbm  5, 1978,  which  slows  for  tfie  aclustment  of  refugee-parolees. 

The  Rekjgee  Act  off  1980,  effective  Apr!  1, 1980.  provides  for  a  uniform  admission  procedure  for 
refugees  of  al  counMes,  twsed  on  tfie  United  Nation's  definition  off  refugees,  AuttK)rized  admission 
ceWngs  are  set  annualy  by  tfie  President  in  consultation  with  Congress.  After  one  year  off  residence 
in  tfie  UnMed  Stales,  refugees  are  elgft)le  for  immigrant  status. 

■winipiHnan  Mausucai  Areas  ihrim  s|i  uonsoeoaiea  Metropoman  Mausucai  Areas 
(CMSA'a)^  and  Primary  MetropoMlan  Statistical  Aieaa  (PMSA'a).— The  general  concept  off  an 
MSA  is  one  of  a  Isrge  population  nucleus  togettier  with  adjacent  communities  which  have  a  high 
degree  of  social  and  economic  integration  with  tfiat  nucleus.  CMSA's  are  large  metropolitan  com- 
piSMSS  wNhin  which  MMdual  components,  designated  as  PMSA's.  have  been  defined.  MSA's, 
CMSA's,  and  PMSA's  are  defined  by  tfie  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  as  s  standard  for  Fed- 
eral agendee  In  tfie  preparation  and  puKilcation  off  statistics  relating  to  metropoMan  areas.  The  new 
terms  MSA.  CMSA,  and  PMSA  went  into  effect  June  30, 1963,  replacing  tfie  previous  terms  SMSA 
snnaarD  mevoposnn  siansBcai  areai  ana  csixsa  (siarKiara  consonoaiea  siauSBcai  areai.  ine

entire  territory  of  the  United  States  is  classified  as  metropolitan  (inside  MSA's  or  CMSA's) 
metropolitan  (outside  MSA's  or  CMSA's).  MSA's,  CMSA's.  and  PMSA's  are  defined  in  ti 
entire  counties  except  in  New  England,  where  the  definitions  are  in  terms  of  cities  and  tov 
summarize  data  for  New  England  that  are  available  only  by  counties,  New  England  County 
politan  Areas  (NECMA's)  have  been  defined  as  a  convenience  for  data  users.  From  time  1 
new  metropolitan  areas  are  created  and  the  boundaries  of  others  change.  As  a  result,  t 
metropolitan  areas  over  time  may  not  be  comparable  and  the  analysis  of  historical  trends  n 
made  cautiously.  For  descriptive  details,  tables  showing  changes  In  metropolitan  area  defi 
and  a  listing  of  area  titles  and  components  of  each  metropolitan  area,  see  Appendix  II. 

UrtMin  and  rural.— According  to  the  1980  census  definition,  the  uriC>an  population  compr 
persons  living  in  (a)  places  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants  incocporated  as  dties,  villages,  bo 
(except  in  Alaska  arxl  New  York),  and  towns  (except  in  the  New  England  States,  New  Yo 
Wisconsin),  but  excluding  those  persons  living  in  the  rural  porttons  of  extended  cities  (plao 
low  population  density  in  one  or  more  large  parts  of  their  area);  (b)  census  designated  plac€ 
vk)usly  termed  unincorporated)  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants;  aind  (c)  other  territory,  incorpon 
unincorporated,  included  in  urbanized  areas.  An  urt>anized  area  consists  of  a  central  city  or 
tral  core,  together  with  contiguous  closely  settled  territory,  that  combined  have  a  total  popult 
at  least  50.000. 

In  censuses  prior  to  1950,  the  urit>an  populatkHi  comprised  all  persons  living  in  incorp 
places  of  2.500  or  more  inhabitants  and  areas  (usually  minor  dvil  divi8k>n8)  classified  as 
under  special  rules  relating  to  population  size  arid  density.  To  improve  its  measure  of  the 
population,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  1950  adopted  the  concept  of  the  urt>anized  area  anc 
eated  boundaries  for  unincorporated  places.  The  1950  definitk)n  has  continued  substantia 
changed,  except  for  minor  modificattons  in  1980,  tfie  introductkxi  of  the  extended  city  con< 
1970.  and  changes  in  the  criteria  for  defining  urt)anized  areas  for  1980  so  as  to  permK  such 
to  be  defined  around  smaller  centers.  In  all  definitk)ns,  the  populatkm  not  classified  as  urt>a 
stitutes  the  rural  populatx>n. 

Residence.— In  determining  reskJence,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  counts  each  person  as 
habitant  of  a  usual  place  of  reskJence  (i.e.,  the  place  where  one  usually  eats  and  sleeps).  Wh 
place  is  not  necessarily  a  person's  legal  resklence  or  voting  reskience,  the  use  of  th€tte  di 
bases  of  ciassifk^tion  woukj  produce  the  same  results  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases. 

Race.— in  the  1980  census,  15  groups  were  listed  in  tfie  race  item  on  the  1980  census  qu 
naire:  White.  Black,  American  Indian,  Eskimo,  Aleut,  Chinese.  Rlipino,  Japanese,  Asian 
Korean.  Vietnamese,  Hawaiian,  Samoan,  Guamanian,  and  Other.  The  concept  of  race  as  ut 
the  Census  Bureau  does  not  derK>te  any  clear-cut  scientific  definitk)n  of  bk)k)gical  stock.  Sin 
1980  census  obtained  informatkHi  on  race  through  self-kientificatkm  by  respondents,  the  dal 
resent  self-classifk»tk>n  by  people  accordwig  to  tfie  race  with  which  ttiey  kJentify. 

In  1980.  if  persons  of  mixed  racial  parentage  couM  not  provfcle  a  sirigle  response  to  th< 
questbn.  the  race  of  the  person's  nxrther  was  used;  however,  if  a  sirtgle  response  ooukJ  i 
provkJed  for  the  mother,  then  the  first  race  reported  by  the  person  was  used.  This  is  a  modifi 
of  the  1 970  census  procedure  in  wfiich  the  race  of  the  person's  father  was  used. 

The  1980  populatx>n  totals  for  "WhKe"  arxl  "Other"  are  not  comparak)le  with  correspondii 
ures  from  previous  censuses.  The  lack  of  comparability  is  due  to  changes  in  the  way  sor 
spondents  reported  thek*  race  as  well  as  changes  in  1980  census  procedures  related  to  the 
classification.  (For  a  fuller  explanatkm,  see  1990  Cansus  of  Population,  Volume  I,  General  P 
tion  Characteristics  (PC80-1-B).) 

Estimates  of  the  populatk>n  by  race  for  April  1.  1980  (shown  in  tables  18  and  21)  are  mc 
counts  and  are  not  comparat)le  to  the  1980  census  race  categories.  These  estimates  were  cc 
ed  using  1980  census  data  by  race  vi^ich  had  been  modified  to  be  consistent  with  the  race  a 
ries  used  in  the  reporting  of  vital  statistics  by  the  U.S.  Natk)ruU  Center  for  Health  Statistics, 
tailed  explanation  of  the  race  modifk»tk)n  procedure  appears  in  Current  Population  Reports, 
P-25.  No.  91 7. 

In  the  Current  Populatk>n  Survey  (CPS)  and  other  househoM  sample  surveys  in  which  dai 
obtained  through  personal  interview,  respondents  are  asked  to  classify  their  race  as:  (1)  Whii 
Black,  (3)  American  Indian,  Aleut,  or  Eskimo,  or  (4)  Asian  or  Padfk:  IslarKler.  The  procedur< 
classifying  persons  of  mixed  races  who  coukj  not  provkle  a  sirigle  response  to  the  race  qu( 
are  generally  similar  to  those  used  in  the  1980  census.  For  convnents  on  comparability  of 
CPS  and  census  data,  see  sectk>n  ak)ove  on  Current  Populatk>n  Survey. 

Hispanic  population.— In  the  1980  census,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  collected  data  on  thi 
pank:  origin  populatk>n  in  the  United  States  by  using  a  self-kientlficatkHi  questton.  Persons  of  i 
ish/Hispank:  origin  or  descent  are  those  who  classified  themselves  in  one  of  the  spedfic  His 
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origin  categories  listed  on  the  questk>nnaire--Mexican.  Puerto  Rican.  Cuban,  or  Other  Sf>anish/Hi8- 
l>anic  origin.  The  1980  figures  on  Hispanic  origin  are  not  directly  comparak)le  with  1970  census  data 
on  Hispanic  origin  t)ecau8e  of  factors  such  as  overall  improvements  in  the  1980  census  and  im- 
proved question  design.  Also,  it  should  be  noted  that  Hispanic  persons  may  be  of  any  race. 

In  the  Current  Population  Survey  (CPS),  information  on  Hispanic  persons  was  gattiered  by  using 
a  aelf-identification  question.  Persons  classified  themselves  in  one  of  the  Hispanic  categories  in  re- 
sponse to  the  question:  "What  is  the  origin  or  descent  of  each  person  in  this  househokf?**  Hispanic 
persons  in  the  CPS  were  persons  who  reported  themselves  as  Mexicarv-American,  Chicano,  Mexi- 
can, Puerto  Rican.  Cuban.  Central  or  South  American  (Spanish  countries),  or  other  Hispanic  origin. 

MaMvtty.— The  native  population  consists  of  all  persons  bom  in  the  U.S..  Puerto  Rico,  or  an  out- 
lying area  of  the  U.S.  It  also  includes  persons  bom  at  sea  or  in  a  foreign  country  who  have  at  least 
one  American  pMirent  All  others  are  classified  as  "foreign  bom:* 

MobMty  statue.— The  U.S.  population  is  classified  according  to  mok)ility  status  on  the  k>asis  of  a 
comparison  between  the  place  of  residence  of  each  individual  at  the  time  of  the  survey  or  census 
and  the  place  of  residence  at  a  specified  earlier  date.  Nonmovers  are  all  persons  who  were  living  in 
the  same  house  or  apartment  at  the  end  of  the  period  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  period.  Movers 
are  al  persons  who  were  Iving  in  a  dHferent  house  at  the  end  of  the  period  from  that  in  which  ttiey 
were  living  at  the  beginning  of  the  period.  Movers  from  atxoad  include  all  persons,  either  citizens  or 
aHens,  whose  place  of  residence  was  outside  the  U.S.  at  the  beginning  of  the  period;  that  is,  in 
Puerto  Rico,  an  outlying  area  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.,  or  a  foreign  country. 

Uvlng  arrangemeffita.— Uving  arrangements  refer  to  residency  in  households  or  in  group  quar- 
ters. A  ""household"  comprises  an  persons  who  occupy  a  "housing  unit,"  that  is,  a  house,  an  apart- 
ment or  other  group  of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  that  constitutes  "separate  living  quarters."  A 
household  includes  the  related  family  members  and  aN  the  unrelated  persons.  If  any.  such  as  lodg- 
ers, fbsler  chldren,  wards,  or  employees  who  share  the  housing  unit  A  person  living  alone  or  a 
group  of  unrelated  persons  sharing  the  same  housing  unit  is  also  counted  as  a  household.  See 
text,  aedion  26,  Construction  and  Housing,  for  definition  of  "housing  unit" 

All  persons  not  living  In  households  are  classified  as  living  in  group  quarters.  These  indMduals 
may  be  institutionalized,  e.g..  under  care  or  custody  in  juvenile  facilities,  jails,  correctional  centers, 
hospitals,  or  rest  homes;  or  they  may  be  residents  in  college  dormitories,  military  barracks,  rooming 
houses,  etc.  (see  table  76). 

Householder.— Since  1980,  the  tenns  "householder"  and  "family  householder"  have  been  used 
in  the  presentation  of  data  that  had  previously  t)een  presented  with  the  designations  "head  of 
household"  and  "head  of  family".  The  householder  is  the  first  adult  household  member  listed  on 
the  questiormaira  The  instructions  call  for  listing  first  the  person  (or  one  of  the  persons)  in  vvhose 
name  the  home  is  owned  or  rented.  If  a  home  is  owned  or  rented  jointly  by  a  married  couple,  either 
the  huskMtfKl  or  the  wife  may  be  listed  first  Prior  to  1980.  the  hust>and  was  always  considered  the 
household  head  (householder)  in  married-couple  households. 

FMniy.- The  term  "famNy'*  refers  to  a  group  of  two  or  more  persons  related  by  birth,  marriage, 
or  adoption  and  residkig  together  in  a  household.  A  family  includes  among  its  members  the  house- 
holder. 

SuMamay.— Subfamilies  are  divided  into  "related"  and  "unrelated"  subfamilies.  A  related  subfa- 
miy  consists  of  a  married  couple  and  their  children,  if  any.  or  one  parent  with  one  or  mora  never 
mairried  children  under  18  years  old  Irving  in  a  household  and  related  to,  but  not  including,  the 
householder.  Members  of  a  related  subfamily  are  also  members  of  the  family  with  whom  they  live. 
The  number  of  related  subfamilies,  therefore,  is  not  included  in  the  number  of  families.  An  unrelated 
subfamily  comprises  two  or  more  persons  such  as  guests,  lodgers,  or  resident  employees  who  are 
related  to  each  other  but  not  to  householder. 

Married  couple.- A  "married  couple"  is  defined  as  a  husband  and  wife  living  together  in  the 
same  household,  with  or  without  children  and  other  relatives. 

Unrelated  hidMduala.- "Unrelated  individuals"  are  persons  (other  than  inmates  of  institutions) 
¥vtK>  are  not  Iving  with  any  relatives.  An  unrelated  irxiividual  may  be  a  nonfamHy  householder  who 
fives  alone  or  with  nonrelatives  only,  or  a  secorxtary  irxjividual  such  as  a  guest  lodger,  or  resident 
employee  who  is  not  related  to  any  other  persons  in  the  household.  Persons  in  group  quarters. 
except  inmates  of  institutions,  are  classified  as  secondary  irxfividuals.

Vital  Statistics 


This  section  pratents  vital  ststistics—data  on  births;  dsfldhs;  abortions;  total  deaths,  including 
stiixrths;  tortiity;  ttfo  expectancy:  marriages;  and  divorces.  Vital  statistics  are  oompied  for  the 
country  as  a  whole  by  the  National  Center  for  Health  Statistics  (NCHS)  and  pubished  in  its  annual 
report  VM  SiaUstica  of  the  UnHBd  Smies,  in  certain  reports  of  the  Vtlal  and  HeaMh  SiaMtes 
90i^aB,  ag^  }n  the  ktonMy  Vltaf  SiaMk»  Report.  Reports  in  this  field  are  also  issued  by  the  various 
State  bureaus  of  vital  statistics.  Data  on  fertility,  on  age  of  persons  at  first  marriage,  and  on  marital 
status  and  marital  history  are  oompied  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  from  its  Current  Population 
Survey  (CPS;  see  text,  section  1)  and  pubished  in  Current  Pc^piMation  Reports,  series  P-20.  Data  on 
abortions  we  pubished  by  the  Alan  Guttmacher  Institute.  New  Yori(.  NY  in  selected  issues  of 
Fam9y  Planning  Perapectfves  and  by  the  U.S.  Centers  for  Disease  Control  in  the  annual  Atx)rtk)n 
Suri'sMance  Report— Legal  Abortiona. 

neglsli'atlon  of  vital  events.— The  registration  of  births,  deaths,  fetal  deaths,  and  other  vital 
events  in  the  United  States  is  primarily  a  State  and  local  functioa  The  dvfl  laws  of  every  State 
provide  for  a  continuous  and  permanent  birth-  and  death-registration  system.  Many  States  also  pro- 
vide for  marriage-  and  divorce-registration  systems.  Vital  events  occurring  to  U.S.  residents  outside 
the  United  States  we  not  included  in  the  data 

Bferttia  and  deatha.— The  Hve-birth.  death,  and  fetal-death  statistics  prepared  by  NCHS  we 
based  on  vital  records  fitod  in  the  registration  offices  of  all  States,  of  New  Yoric  City,  and  of  the 
District  of  Columbia.  The  annual  coiection  of  death  statistics  on  a  national  basis  began  in  1900 
with  a  national  death-registration  area  of  10  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia;  a  simiar  annual 
collection  of  t)irth  statistics  for  a  nationid  birllKegistration  area  K)egan  in  1915,  also  with  10  report- 
ing States  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  Since  1933,  the  birth-  and  death-registration  areas  have 
comprised  the  entire  United  States,  including  Alaska  (beginning  1959)  and  Hawii  (beginning  1960). 
National  statistics  on  fetal  deaths  were  first  compiled  for  1918  and  annuaiy  since  1922. 

Prior  to  1951,  birth  statistics  came  from  a  complete  count  of  records  received  in  the  PubUc 
Health  Service  (now  received  in  NCHS).  From  1951  through  1971.  they  were  based  on  a  50-per- 
oent  sampto  of  all  registered  births  (except  for  a  complete  count  in  1955  and  a  20-  to  50-percent 
sampto  in  1967).  Beginning  in  1972,  they  have  t)een  based  on  a  complete  count  for  States  partlci- 
patifig  in  the  Vital  Statistics  Cooperative  Program  (VSCP)  (for  detais,  see  the  technical  appcndbc  in 
l^ta^5lMitfC9  0^iy^6^riAte/StellBS)andona5(^^  Degirining  1966 

ai  reporting  areas  participated  in  the  VSCP.  Mortality  data  have  been  based  on  a  complete  count 
of  records  for  each  area  (except  for  a  50-peroent  sarnpto  in  1972).  Beginning  in  1970,  births  to,  and 
deaths  of  nonresident  aiena  of  the  United  Stales  and  U.S.  dlizens  outside  the  UnRed  Stales  have 
t)een  eKdudod  from  the  data.  Fetal  deaths  and  deattis  among  Armed  Forces  abroad  are  excluded. 
Data  based  on  samples  are  subiect  to  samping  error  for  detais,  see  annual  issues  of  VHalStaHa- 
Oca  of  the  UnHed  Statee. 

Mortality  statistics  tiy  cause  of  death  are  oompied  in  accordance  with  Wdrld  l^ealth  Organization 
regulations  aocordkig  to  the  International  CtassHlcation  of  Diseases  (ICD).  The  ICO  is  revised  ap- 
proximalely  every  10  years.  The  ninth  revision  of  the  ICD  was  employed  beginning  in  1979.  Deaths 
for  prior  years  were  classified  aocordkig  to  the  revision  of  the  ICO  In  use  at  the  time.  Each  revision 
of  the  ICO  introduces  a  number  of  dtocontinuities  in  mortality  statistics;  for  a  dwcussion  of  those 
between  the  eighth  and  ninth  revisions  of  the  ICD.  see  Monthly  Vital  Statistics  Report,  vol.  28,  No. 
11,  supplement. 

Some  of  the  tiMes  present  age-adjusted  death  rates  in  addition  to  crude  death  rales.  Age  adjust- 
ed death  rates  shown  in  ttiis  section  were  prepared  using  the  direct  metlKXi,  in  wtiich  age-specific 
death  rates  for  a  population  of  interest  are  applied  to  a  starxlard  population  dtetributed  by  age.  Age 
ad^istment  eiminates  the  dttferenoes  in  ok)8erved  rates  t>etween  points  in  time  or  among  compared 
population  groups  that  result  from  age  dtfferences  in  population  composHioa 
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AbortkMw.— The  U.S.  Canlort  for  DIimm  Gonlrol  (CDC)  coltoctt  dili  on  ibortiono  anmioly 
from  States  which  have  a  oerMral  health  aoenoy  wNh  a  akrtewkJe  reporting  ayalem.  The  Alan  Gutt- 
macher  Institute.  New  York,  NY  also  issues  data  on  the  number  of  abortions  based  on  its  own 
surveys  of  hospitals  and  physicians.  The  Guttmacher  Institute  also  pubHshes  data  on  the  character- 
istics of  abortions  after  adjusting  CDC  data  for  changes  in  the  number  of  States  rsporting  each 
year. 

Fertility  and  life  expectancy.— The  total  fertility  rate,  defined  as  the  number  of  births  that  1.000 
women  would  have  in  their  lifetime  if,  at  each  year  of  age,  they  experienced  tfie  birth  rates  occur- 
ring In  the  specified  year,  is  oompied  and  pMUhed  by  NCHS.  Other  data  relating  to  social  and 
medical  factors  wtiich  affect  fertility  rates,  such  as  oontraoeptive  use  and  t)irth  expectations,  are 
collected  and  made  available  by  both  NCHS  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  NCHS  figures  are 
based  on  Information  in  birth  and  fetal  death  cailificates  and  on  the  perlodte  National  Surveys  of 
Family  Growth;  Bureau  of  the  Census  data  are  based  on  decennial  censuses  and  the  CPS. 

Data  on  life  expectancy,  the  average  remaWng  MeUme  in  years  for  persons  who  attain  a  given 
age.  are  computed  and  published  by  NCHS.  Fdr  dotals,  see  the  tecfmical  appendbc  in  vna/  S£ttf9- 
tfcs  of  the  Unned  States. 

Marriage  and  divoroe.— The  oompiatlon  of  nationwide  statistics  on  maniages  and  divorces  in 
the  United  States  began  in  1887-1888  when  the  National  Office  of  Vital  Statistics  prepared  esti- 
mates for  the  years  1867-1888.  Although  perlodte  updates  took  place  after  1888,  marriage  and  di- 
vorce statistics  were  not  collected  and  pMUhed  annualy  unti  1944  by  ttiat  Office.  In  1957  and 
1958.  respectively,  the  same  Office  estrt<shed  marriage-  and  divoroe-r8gislratk)n  areas.  Beginning 
In  1957.  the  marriage-registratkm  area  comprised  30  States,  pkjs  Alaska.  Hawal,  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  Virgin  Islands;  it  currently  inckidss  42  Slates  and  the  District  of  Cohjmbia.  The  divoroe-registra- 
tkm  area,  starting  in  1958  with  14  States,  Alaska.  Hawal,  and  the  Virgin  Islands,  currently  inckjdes 
a  total  of  31  States  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  Procedures  for  esttanaling  the  numt)er  of  marriages  and 
divorces  in  the  registratkm  Statea  are  dtocussed  in  VUaf  StattH/cs  of  the  LMM  States,  Vol.  Ill— 
Marriage  arKi  Divorce.  Total  counts  of  events  for  rsgistratton  and  rwnragistratton  Stertes  are  gath- 
ered by  collecting  already  summsfized  data  on  maniages  and  divorces  rsported  by  State  offices  of 
vital  8tatistk»  and  by  county  offices  of  regi8tratk)n. 

Another  important  source  of  data  on  maniage  and  divoroe  trends  in  the  United  States  is  the 
March  suppleifnent  to  the  Current  Populatkxi  Survey  conducted  t^  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  For 
lnformatk>n  on  marital  status,  see  sectk)n  1. 

VKal  statistics  ratea.— Except  as  noted,  vital  statisttes  rates  computed  by  NCHS  we  based  on 
decennial  census  populatkm  figures  as  of  Apr!  1  fdr  1940,  1950,  1980,  1970,  and  1980;  and  on 
mkJyear  populatkm  figures  for  other  years,  as  estimated  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  (see  text, 
sectk>n  1).

The  chief 
sources  are  tfta  decennial  certsus  of  population  and  the  Current  Population  Survey  (CPS),  both 
cortducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  (see  text,  section  1):  annual,  biennial,  and  ott>er  periodic 
surveys  conducted  by  the  National  Center  lor  Education  Statistica.  a  part  of  the  U.S.  Depar^nent  of 
Education;  and  surveys  conducted  by  the  Nstional  Education  Association. 

The  cenausea  of  population  have  included  data  on  scttool  enrollment  since  1S40  and  on  educa- 
tional atlalrwnent  slrtce  1940.  The  CPS  has  reported  on  sdwol  enrollmem  annually  since  194S  and 
on  educational  attainment  periodKally  since  1S47. 

TIte  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics  is  continuing  the  pattern  of  statisticaJ  studies  and 
surveys  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  since  1870.  The  annual  Digosi  of  EducMon 
StaHaOca  provides  summaiy  data  on  pupUs.  staff,  finances,  including  government  expenditurm,  and 
organization  at  the  elernentary,  secondary,  and  hi(^>er  educeUon  levels.  It  Is  also  a  primsry  source 
for  detailed  information  on  Federal  funds  tor  education,  proiections  of  enrollment,  graduates,  and 
teachers.  Tfm  Condhkxt  ol  Education,  issued  annually,  presents  a  summary  of  information  on  edu- 
cation of  partiodar  interesi  to  policymakers. 

Other  sources  of  data  Include  spedsl  studtes  by  the  National  Canter  for  Education  Statistics,  and 
annual  or  biertnial  reports  of  education  agencies  In  individual  States.  The  census  of  governments, 
COrKkicted  by  tlw  Biiraau  of  ttte  Census  every  5  years  (for  the  years  ending  In  "2"  and  "7"),  pro- 
vides data  on  school  district  finances  stkI  State  and  local  government  expendllures  for  education. 
Reports  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  contain  data  relating  en^ikiyment  experience 


Types  and  eourcee  ol  data.— TTw  statistics  in  tfM  section  are  ot  two  ger>eral  types.  One  type, 
axernplified  by  data  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  is  based  on  direct  Interviews  with  Individuals  to 
obtain  Information  about  Itieir  own  and  their  family  members'  education.  Data  of  this  type  relate  to 
school  enrollment  and  level  of  education  attained,  dassHled  by  age.  sex,  artd  other  ctiarscterlstics 
of  the  pcpulatioa  TIte  sct>ool  enrollment  statiBtics  reflect  atterxlance  or  enrollment  in  any  regular 
school  iwithin  a  given  period:  educationaJ  atlainmem  statMlcs  reflect  the  highest  grade  compMed 
by  an  indwidual. 

For  enrollmenl  data  starling  m  October  1961,  the  CPS  used  1960  census  population  controls:  for 
yean  1971  through  1960.  1S70  census  population  controls  had  been  used.  This  change  had  Htto 
impact  on  summary  measures  (e.g.,  meduns)  and  proportional  measures  (e.g.,  enrollmem  rates): 
however,  use  of  the  controls  may  have  signiflcani  impact  on  absolute  numbers.  Where  appropriate 
for  cofflparabifty  purposes,  1981  data  have  been  provided  in  two  ways— once  based  on  1970  con- 
bolB.  and  once  based  on  1960  controls:  see,  for  example,  table  205. 

The  aecond  type,  generaly  exempWiad  by  data  from  the  National  Center  tor  Education  Statistics 
and  the  Nobortal  Education  Association,  is  based  on  reports  from  administrators  ot  educational  in- 
atitutions  and  of  Stale  and  local  agencies  having  jurisdiction  over  education  Date  of  this  type  relate 
to  enroHmem,  alterxlance.  staff,  arxl  finartces  for  ttte  Nation,  mdnndual  States,  and  local  areas.

Law  Enforcement, 
Courts  i  and  Prisons 


TTiis  section  presents  data  on  crimes  committed,  victims  of  crimes,  arrests,  and  data  related  to 
criminal  violations,  andthe  criminal  justice  system.  The  major  sources  of  these  data  are  tt>e  Bureau 
of  Justice  Statistics  (BJS)  and  tt>e  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBQ.  BJS  issues  several  re- 
ports, including  Sourcebook  of  CrMnat  Justice  Statistics,  Crtminaf  Victimization  in  tiie  Unhed 
States,  Prisoners  in  Stata  anfi  Federal  Institutions,  ChBdren  in  Custody,  National  Survey  of  Courts, 
Census  of  Stata  Correctional  Faculties  and  Survey  of  Prison  Inmates,  Census  of  Mb  and  Survey  of 
Ml  Inmates,  Parole  in  the  United  States,  Capital  Punishment,  and  tt>e  annual  Expenditure  and  Em- 
ptoymertt  Data  for  the  CriminaiJustide  System.  The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation's  major  annual 
report  is  Crime  in  the  United  States,  which  presents  data  on  reported  crimes  as  gathered  from 
Stale  and  local  law  enfbroement  agericies. 

Other  major  sources  of  these  data  irKAide:/4nniia//7fl)Porr  of /)^  Federal  Court  Marmge- 

ment  Statistics,  Federal  Offenders,  and  Sentartoes  imposed  Chart  issued  t>y  tt>e  Administrative 
Office  of  the  U.S.  Courts;  Governmental  FInanoes  and  Public  Employment,  issued  annually  t>y  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census;  and  the  Statistical  Report  issued  anrnjally  t>y  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Prisons. 

Legal  Jurfadtetlon  and  law  entbrcemewt—Law  enforcement  is,  for  the  most  part,  a  function  of 
State  and  local  officers  and  agencies.  The  U.S.  Constitution  reserves  general  police  powers  to  the 
States.  By  act  of  Congress,  Federal  offenses  include  only  offenses  against  the  U.S.  Government 
and  against  or  t>y  its  emplc^ees  wtiile  engaged  in  their  offictal  duties,  and  offenses  which  involve 
the  crossing  of  State  lines  or  an  interference  with  interstate  commerce.  Exdudvig  the  military,  there 
are  52  separate  criminal  law  jurisdictions  in  the  United  States:  1  in  each  of  the  50  States,  1  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Federal  jurisdtotion.  Each  of  these  has  its  own  criminal  law  and  proce- 
dure and  its  own  law  enfbroement  agencies.  While  the  systems  of  law  enforcement  are  quite  similar 
amoHQ  the  States,  there  are  often  suk>8tantial  differences  in  the  penalties  for  like  offenses. 

Law  enfbroement  can  be  divided  into  three  parts:  Investigation  of  crimes  and  arrests  of  persons 
suspected  of  committing  them;  prosecution  of  those  charged  with  crime;  and  the  punishment  or 
treatment  of  persons  convicted  of  crime. 

Crime.-— There  are  two  major  approaches  taken  in  determining  the  extent  of  crime.  One  perspec- 
tive is  provfcjed  by  the  FBI  through  Its  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program  (UCR).  The  FBI  receives 
monthly  and  annual  reports  from  law  enforcement  agencies  througlKXJt  the  couritry,  currently  repre- 
sentkig  97  percent  of  the  natk)nal  populatk)n.  Each  month,  dty  police,  sheriffs,  and  State  police  file 
reports  on  the  number  of  irxiex  offenses  that  become  known  to  them.  The  FBI  Crime  Index  of- 
fenses are  as  fblk>ws:  Murder  and  normegligent  manslaughter,  is  t>ased  on  police  investigatk>n8,  as 
opposed  to  the  determinatk)n  of  a  medteal  examiner  or  judk^ial  body,  inckjdes  willful  fek)nkMJS  homi- 
cides, and  exckjdes  attempts  and  assaults  to  kHI.  sukxies.  acckJental  deaths,  justifiable  homickles, 
and  deaths  caused  t>y  negligence;  fordble  rape  inckjdes  forcit)le  rapes  and  attempts;  robbery  in- 
ckjdes stealing  or  taking  anything  of  vakje  t>y  force  or  vk)lence  or  threat  of  force  or  vk>lence  and 
inckjdes  attempted  robbery;  aggrawtsd  asssidt^ndiiofda^  assault  with  intent  to  kiM;  t)urglary  inckjdes 
any  unlawful  entry  to  commit  a  fekxiy  or  a  theft  and  inckxSes  attempted  burglary  and  burglary  f d- 
kywed  t>y  larceny;  larceny  includes  theft  of  property  or  artk^les  of  value  without  use  of  force  and 
vtolenoe  or  fraud  and  exckjdes  embezzlement,  "con  games,*'  forgery,  etc.;  motor  vehide  theft  in- 
ckjdes all  cases  where  vehicles  are  driven  away  and  abandoned,  but  exckjdes  vehicles  taken  for 
temporary  use  and  returned  t>y  the  taker.  Arson  was  added  as  the  eighth  Index  offense  in  April 
1979  fbitowing  a  Congresstonal  mandate.  Arson  includes  any  willful  or  maUckxjs  burning  or  attempt 
to  bum  with  or  without  intent  to  defraud,  a  dwelHng  house,  publk:  buikjing,  motor  vehk^le  or  aircraft, 
personal  property  of  another,  etc. 

The  monthly  Uniform  Crime  Reports  also  contain  data  on  crimes  cleared  t>y  arrest  and  on  char- 
acteristics of  persons  arrested  for  all  criminal  offenses.  In  summarizing  and  publishing  crime  data, 
the  FBI  does  not  vouch  for  the  vaKdity  of  the  reports  it  receives,  but  presents  the  data  as  informa- 
tk)n  useful  to  persons  concenied  with  the  prot)lem  of  crime  and  criminal-law  enforcement 
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National  Crima  Survay  (NCSH A  Moond  paiapaclii^a  on  crima  it  providad  by  Iha  National 
Crime  Survey  (NCS)  of  the  Bureau  of  Juatioa  StaHatica.  The  NCS  indudaa  offanaaa  reported  to  tt>e 
police,  as  well  as  those  not  reported  (aae  table  balOMr  for  percent  of  vieUmliatiorw  reported  to  the 
police).  Details  about  tt>e  Crimea  oome  dhedly  fkrom  the  vldims.  No  attempt  is  made  to  validate  the 
information  against  police  records  or  any  other  source.  The  NCS  measures  rape,  robtMiy,  assault, 
household  and  personal  larceny,  burglary,  and  motor  vehicle  thefL 

Murder  and  kidnaping  are  not  covered  Commercial  burglary  and  robbery  were  dropped  frem  tt>e 
program  during  1977.  The  so-called  victlmieas  crimes,  such  as  dnmlcenness,  drug  abuse,  and  proe- 
titution.  also  are  excluded,  as  are  crimes  for  which  It  is  dtfficult  to  identify  knowledgeable  respond- 
ents or  to  k)cate  data  reoorda. 

Crimes  of  whteh  tt>e  vk:tim  may  not  be  aware  alao  carviot  be  measured  effectively.  Buying  stolen 
property  may  fall  into  this  category,  as  may  some  instances  of  embezzlement  Attempted  crimes  of 
many  types  probably  are  under  recorded  for  this  reason.  Events  in  wtiich  the  victim  haa  shown  a 
willingness  to  partk:ipate  in  illegal  activity  alao  are  excluded. 

In  any  encounter  involving  a  personal  crime,  more  than  one  criminal  act  can  be  committed 
against  an  indivklual.  For  example;  a  rspa  may  be  aaaodatad  with  a  robbery;  or  a  houaahold  of- 
fense, such  as  a  burglary,  can  eecalata  into  aomathing  more  aerious  in  the  event  of  a  personal 
confrontatton.  In  classifying  tt>e  survey-measured  crimes,  each  criminal  incklent  haa  been  courMed 
only  once--by  tt>e  most  aertoua  act  that  took  plaoa  duriifig  tt>e  incklent  and  ranked  in  accordance 
with  the  seriousness  dassificatton  ayalam  uaed  by  the  FMeral  Bureau  of  Invaatigatton.  The  order  of 
seriousness  for  crimes  against  persona  is  as  foNowa:  ffUipa,  robbery,  assault,  and  laroany.  Conae- 
quently,  if  a  person  were  both  robbed  and  assauHed,  the  event  woukJ  be  dassHled  as  robbery;  if 
tt>e  vtotim  suffered  physical  harm,  the  crime  woukJ  be  categorized  as  rolibary  with  injury.  Personal 
crimes  take  precedence  over  houaahoM  offanaes. 

A  victimization,  bask:  measure  of  the  occurrence  of  crime,  is  a  specific  criminal  act  as  It  affacta  a 
single  vk:tim.  The  number  of  vieUmizattorw  is  determined  by  the  number  of  victims  of  such  acts. 
VIctimizatkHi  counts  sen^  as  key  elements  In  computing  rates  of  victimizatton.  Fdr  crimes  againat 
persons,  tt>e  rates  are  based  on  the  total  number  of  indMduala  age  12  and  over  or  on  a  portion  of 
that  poputatton  sharing  a  particular  characteristic  or  set  of  traits.  Aa  general  indteatore  of  the  danger 
of  having  k>een  victimized  during  the  raference  period,  the  rates  tfe  not  sufficiently  refined  to  repre- 
sent true  measures  of  risk  for  specMc  indMduala  or  houaeholda.  Fdr  further  details  rsgarding  the 
NCS.  see  OrMha/  Vlctimiution  in  tim  UniM  Stai&e,  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Justtee  Statisttes. 

An  incident  is  a  spedfk:  criminal  act  involving  one  or  more  victima;  therefore  the  number  of  inci- 
dents of  personal  crime  is  kywer  tlian  that  of  vtoHmizattona. 

NCS  estimates  appearing  In  1960  and  aarier  reports  made  use  of  populallon  controla  derived 
from  tt>e  1970  census.  Thereafter,  populallon  eaUmatee  based  on  the  1060  census  were  ueed.  Vlo- 
tknizatton  rates,  key  measures  of  the  occurrence  of  crime,  and  all  peroentagea  generally  were  unaf- 
fected by  tt>e  charige  in  tt>e  estimatkxi  procedure.  Thus,  tt>e  vaat  mi^crity  of  data  appearing  allar 
1980  are  compatible  with  data  in  pravkxja  NCS  reports.

Law  Enforcement,  Courts,  and  Prisons  165 

Courts.— Court  statetfcs  on  criminal  offenses  and  the  outcome  of  prosecutions  are  irKxxnplete 
for  the  country  as  a  whole,  although  data  are  available  for  many  States  individually.  The  only  na- 
tional oompHalions  of  such  statistics  were  made  t>y  tt>e  Bureau  of  tt>e  Census  for  1932  to  1945 
covering  a  maximum  of  32  States. 

The  bulk  of  dvN  and  criminal  Htigalion  in  tt>e  country  is  commenced  and  determined  in  tt>e  various 
State  courts.  Only  when  tt>e  U.S.  Constitution  and  acts  of  Congress  specifically  confer  {urisdiction 
upon  tt>e  FMeial  courts  may  civil  litigation  be  heard  and  decided  by  them.  Generally,  tt>e  Federal 
courts  have  Junsdtotion  over  tt>e  following  types  of  cases:  Suits  or  proceedings  by  or  against  tt>e 
United  States;  civil  actions  between  private  parties  arising  under  tt>e  Constitution,  laws,  or  treaties 
of  tt>e  United  States;  civil  actions  between  private  litigants  wtx>  are  citizens  of  different  States;  civil 
cases  involving  admiralty,  maritime,  or  prize  jurisdiction;  and  all  matters  in  bankruptcy. 

There  are  several  types  of  courts  with  varying  degrees  of  legal  jurisdictkm.  These  iunsdictk)ns 
include  original,  appellate,  general,  and  limited  or  special.  A  court  of  original  pjriadiction  is  one 
having  the  authority  initially  to  try  a  case  and  pass  Judgment  on  tt>e  law  and  tt>e  facts;  a  court  of 
appeKalm  juriadteUon  is  one  with  tt>e  legal  authority  to  review  cases  and  hear  appeals;  a  court  of 
ginenl luriadteUon  is  a  trial  court  of  unlimited  original  Junsdtotion  in  civil  and/or  criminal  cases,  also 
cafled  a  "major  trial  courf' ;  9l  court  of  limited  or  special  juriadtelion  is  a  trial  court  with  legal  author- 
ity over  only  a  particular  class  of  cases,  such  as  probate,  juvenile,  or  traffk:  cases. 

The  94  Federal  courts  of  original  jurisdiction  are  known  as  tt>e  U.S.  district  courts.  One  or  more 
of  these  courts  is  established  in  every  State  and  one  each  in  the  Distrk^t  of  Cokjmbia.  Puerto  Rico. 
ttie  Virgin  Islands,  tt>e  ^k)rthem  Mariana  Islands,  and  Guam.  Appeals  from  tt>e  district  courts  are 
taken  to  intermediate  appellate  courts  of  which  there  are  13,  known  as  U.S.  courts  of  appeals  and 
the  United  States  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Federal  Circuit  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
is  tt>e  final  and  highest  appellate  court  in  the  Federal  system  of  courts. 

JuvenHe  offenders.— For  statistical  purposes,  the  FBI  and  most  States  classify  as  juvenile  of- 
fervJers  persons  under  tt>e  age  of  18  years  wtx>  have  committed  a  crime  or  crimes. 

DoMnquency  cases  are  all  cases  of  youths  referred  to  a  juvenile  court  for  vk)latk)n  of  a  law  or 
ordkwnce  or  for  serkxisly  "antisocial"  conduct  Several  typies  of  facilities  are  available  for  these 
adjudteated  delrKjuent,  ranging  from  tt>e  short-term  physically  unrestricted  environment  to  tt>e  k)ng- 
term  very  restrictive  atmosphere. 

Prteoners.— Data  on  prisoners  in  Federal  and  State  prisons  and  reformatories  were  collected  an- 
nually t>y  tt>e  Bureau  of  tt>e  Census  until  1950,  t>y  tt>e  Federal  Bureau  of  Prisons  until  1971,  trans- 
ferred then  to  tt>e  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administratton,  and,  in  1979.  to  tt>e  Bureau  of  Jus- 
tice Statistics.  Adults  convk:ted  of  criminal  activity  may  be  given  a  prison  or  jail  sentence.  A  prison 
is  a  confinement  facility  having  custodial  authority  over  adults  sentenced  to  confinement  of  more 
than  one  year.  A  >(air  is  a  facility,  usually  operated  t>y  a  k)cal  law  enforcement  agency,  hokjing  per- 
sons detained  perxJkig  adiiudicatk)n  and/or  persons  committed  after  adjudicatton  to  one  year  or 
less.  f4ear1y  every  State  put>lishes  annual  data  either  for  its  whole  prison  system  or  for  each  sepa- 
rate State  institution. 

Naturallzationa.— Most  aliens  acquire  U.S.  citizenship  under  tt>e  general  provisk)ns  of  tt>e  Immi- 
gratnn  and  Natk)nality  Act  of  1952,  as  amended.  As  specified  t>y  that  Act  tt>e  requirements  a  pro- 
spective citizen  must  meet  relate  to  reskiency,  language  proficiency,  moral  character,  k>yalty  to  tt>e 
United  States,  attachment  to  the  principles  of  tt>e  Constitution,  etc.  Spouses  and  chikJren  of  U.S. 
dttzens  can  be  naturalized  under  lees  stringent  conditions.  In  certain  cases,  an  administrative,  judi- 
cial, legislative,  or  executive  waiver  of  tt>e  requirements  may  be  otytained.  Naturalization  statistics 
are  also  maintained  by  INS. 

Statiatical  ralabMty.— For  discu8Sk)n  of  statistical  collection,  estimation,  and  sampling  proce- 
dures and  measures  of  statistical  reliability  pertaining  to  the  National  Crime  Survey  and  Uniform 
Crime  Reporting  Program,  see  Apperxlix  III.

Geography  and 
Environment 


This  section  presents  a  variety  of  infonnation  on  the  physical  environment  of  the  United  States, 
starting  with  t>asic  area  measurement  data  and  ending  with  climatic  data  for  selected  weather  sta- 
tions around  the  country.  The  subjects  covered  k>etween  those  points  are  mostly  concerned  with 
environmental  trends,  t)ut  include  such  related  subjects  as  land  use  and  ownership,  water  con- 
sumption, hazardous  waste  sites,  threatened  and  endangered  wildlife,  and  expenditures  for  pollu- 
tion abatement  and  control. 

The  information  in  this  section  is  selected  from  a  wide  range  of  Federal  agencies  that  compile 
the  data  for  various  administrative  or  regulatory  purposes,  such  as  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  Geological  Survey,  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration,  and  General  Serv- 
ices Administration.  Other  agertdes  irtclude  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  which  presents  nationwide 
area  measurement  information;  the  Council  on  Environmental  Quality  (CEO),  wfiich  presents  data 
on  environmental  conditions  and  pollutants  in  its  annual  report;  and  the  Bureau  of  Economic  Analy- 
sis, wfiich  compiles  data  on  pollution  at>atement  and  control  expenditures. 

Area.— Area  measurements  were  first  conducted  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and  gradually 
were  extended  to  the  individual  States.  The  annual  report  of  the  U.S.  General  Larxi  Office  for  1850 
oonttiined  the  first  reference  to  measurements  of  areas  of  the  States  and  Territories.  In  1881,  as 
part  of  the  1880  Census  of  Population,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  laid  the  foundation  for  accurate 
and  detaied  area  measurement  in  the  United  States.  For  the  first  time,  an  account  was  given  of  the 
methods  and  maps  employed,  the  water  bodies  included,  and  the  outer  limits  of  the  United  States 
used  as  a  basis  for  measurement  As  part  of  the  1940  census,  the  Bureau  published  Areas  of  the 
United  States:  1940,  in  wfiich  data  were  presented  on  the  total  land  and  inland  water  areas  of  the 
States,  counties,  places,  and  minor  civil  divisions.  Since  the  1940  census,  the  Bureau  has  published 
area  measurement  figures  in  each  succeeding  census.  In  1964,  the  Bureau  undertook  a  new  meas- 
urement of  the  areas  of  places  with  at  least  1,000  inhatxtants,  minor  civil  divisions,  and  census 
county  dMsions  of  tfie  1960  census.  The  results  were  puk>li8hed  in  Area  Measurement  Reports, 
series  GE-20,  a  series  of  State  reports  and  a  U.S.  summary.  For  1980.  the  areas  of  all  States  and 
counties  were  completely  remeasured,  using  newer  large-scale  maps  and  more  modem  equipment 
The  land  area  results  for  these  areas  are  pul)lished  in  1960  Census  of  PopulatiorK  vol.  1,  chapter  A 
reports  (series  PC80-1-A).  Data  for  places  and  selected  minor  civil  dMSions  with  a  population  of 
2,500  aixJ  over,  metropolitan  areas,  arxj  urt)anized  areas  as  well  as  States  and  counties  are  con- 
tained in  the  U.S.  summary  report  Data  for  States,  counties,  and  the  selected  places  and  MCDs 
also  are  available  on  put)lic  use  tape  Master  Area  Reference  FUe  (MARF)  2. 

Qeography.— The  Geological  Survey  conducts  investigations,  surveys,  and  research  in  the  fields 
of  geography,  geology,  topography,  land  use/land  cover,  mineralogy,  hydrology,  and  geothermal 
energy  resources  as  well  as  natural  hazards.  In  cooperation  with  State  and  local  agencies,  the  Ge- 
ological Survey  prepares  and  put)lishes  topographic,  land  use/land  cover,  geologic,  and  hydrologic 
maps  and  data  compilations.  The  Geological  Survey  provides  United  States  cartographic  data 
through  the  National  Cartographic  Information  Center,  water  resources  data  through  a  multi-volume 
Catakfg  of  Information  on  Water  Data,  and  a  variety  of  research  and  Open-FHe  reports  wfvch  are 
announced  monthly  in  l^iew  f^uMcations  of  the  Geological  Survey. 

The  National  Ocean  Service,  a  division  of  NOAA,  is  responsible  for  coastal  and  geodetic  surveys 
and  measurement  of  certain  physical  phenomena  Currently,  its  primary  functions  are  to  provide 
charts  for  marine  and  air  navigation,  to  maintain  a  basic  network  of  geodetk:  control,  and  to  compile 
other  basic  data  for  engineering,  scientific,  commercial,  irxkistrial,  and  defense  needs. 

An  inventory  of  the  natkxi's  land  resources  by  type  of  use/cover  was  conducted  by  the  Soil  Con- 
servatkxi  Service  in  1982.  The  results,  published  in  the  1962  h4ational  Inventory  of  Land  Resources, 
cover  all  non-Federal  land  in  Puerto  Rkx>,  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  except  Alaska. 

Maps  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  show  boundaries  of  vark)us  types  of  politk^al  and 
statistical  areas,  such  as  places,  county  subdiviskxis.  census  tracts,  and  urt>anized  areas  and  are 
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available  as  of  the  specific  decennial  census.  An  Inventory  of  most  of  these  areas  was  pubHshed 
for  the  1980  Census  in  Geographic  IdenUtlcation  Code  Scheme  (PHC80-R5)  and  for  the  1982  eco- 
nomic censuses  in  Geographic  Refannoe  Manual  (EC82-R-1).  The  Census  Bureau  maintains  a  cur- 
rent inventory  of  political  units  and,  for  many  entities,  their  legal  boundaries  through  Its  Boundary 
and  Annexation  Survey. 

Environment— The  CEQ  is  responsible  for  overseeing  the  environmental  assessment  process, 
recommending  national  environmental  policies,  analyzing  changes  and  trends  In  the  environment 
and  for  reviewing  Federal  programs  affecting  the  environment  It  reports  on  environmental  condi- 
tions, trends,  programs  and  activities  In  Its  annual  publication,  Environmental  Quality.  The  CEQ  has 
also  published  unique  compilations  of  environmental  data  in  Environmental  Statistics,  1979,  and 
has  recently  published  a  new  edition  of  Environmental  Trends.  The  principal  Federal  agency  re- 
sponsible for  pollution  abatement  and  control  activities  is  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
(EPA).  It  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  monitoring  national  air  quality  standards,  water  quality 
activities,  solid  and  hazardous  waste  disposal,  and  coritrol  of  toxic  substances. 

Air  sampling,  conducted  by  the  Public  Healtti  Service,  began  in  17  communities  in  1953;  In  1957 
the  National  Air  Surveillance  Networtc  was  established  and,  by  the  late  1960's,  covered  approxi- 
mately 260  urt>an  and  30  rural  stations.  The  operation  of  the  stations  was  decentralized  in  1972  to 
the  10  regional  EPA  offices  and  many  of  the  stations  were  in  turn  assimitated  into  State  and  locally 
operated  air  monitoring  networl^s.  The  Networlt  determines  the  extent  and  nature  of  air  pollution 
and  studies  trends  in  levels  of  atmospheric  contaminants. 

National  Ambient  Air  Quality  Standards  (NAAQS)  for  suspended  particulate  matter,  sulfur  dioxide, 
photochemical  oxidants,  carbon  momoMa,  and  nitrogen  dioxide  were  originally  set  by  the  EPA  In 
April  1971.  Ev^  5  years  each  of  the  NAAQS  are  reviewed  and  revised  if  new  health  or  welfare 
data  indicates  that  a  change  is  necessary.  The  standard  for  photochemical  oxidants  now  called 
ozone  was  revised  in  February  1979.  Also,  a  now  NAAQS  for  lead  was  promulgated  in  October 
1978.  Table  344  gives  some  of  the  health-related  standards  for  the  six  air  pollutants  having 
NAAQS.  Responsibility  for  demonstrating  compliance  witti  or  progress  toward  achieving  these 
standards  lies  with  the  Stato  agencies.  There  are  approximately  2.100  non-Federal  sampling  sta- 
tions for  suspended  particulates,  550  for  sulfur  dioxide,  360  for  carbon  morK)xide.  525  for  ozone, 
240  for  nitrogen  dioxide,  and  240  for  lead.  Data  from  these  Stato  networks  are  periodically  submit- 
ted to  EPA's  National  Aerometric  Data  Banic  for  summarization  in  annual  reports  on  the  nationwide 
status  and  trends  in  air  quality;  for  details,  see  National  Air  Quality  and  Emissions  Trends  Report, 
1986. 

Pollution  abatement  and  control  expendltiiree.— Data  on  expenditures  for  pollution  abatoment 
and  control  are  compiled  and  published  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  EcorK)mic  Analysis  (BEA),  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  and  the  CEQ  as  part  of  ongoing  programs.  BEA  conducts  surveys  on  nation- 
al expenditures  for  pollution  ak)atement  and  control  and  presents  the  data  in  Its  Survey  of  Current 
Business,  The  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  collects  data  on  Stato  and  local  government  and  Mustry 
expenditures  on  control  activities.  Data  on  govemment  expenditures  are  reported  in  an  annual 
series  of  publications.  Govemment  Finances,  wtiich  covers  expeixJitures  on  sewage  and  sarritation 
outiays.  Industry  data  are  reported  annually  in  Current  Industrial  Reports.  CEQ  publishes  some  ex- 
penditure data  in  Environmental  Quality. 

Climate.— NCAA,  through  the  National  Weather  Service  and  the  National  Environmental  Satelllto, 
Data  and  Information  Service,  is  responsible  for  data  on  dimato.  NOAA  maintains  alxxit  11,600 
weather  stations,  of  which  over  3,000  produce  autographic  precipitation  records,  akXHJt  600  Xake 
hourly  readings  of  a  series  of  weather  elements,  and  the  remainder  record  data  once  a  day.  These 
data  are  reported  monthly  in  the  CUmatoiogical  Data  (published  tyy  State),  and  monthly  and  annual- 
ly in  the  Local  CUmatoiogical  Data  (published  tyy  location  for  major  cities). 

The  CUmatoiogical  temperature,  precipitation,  and  degree  day  normals  listed  in  this  put>lication 
are  derived  for  comparative  purposes  and  are  averages  for  the  30-year  period,  1951-80.  For  sta- 
tions that  did  not  have  continuous  records  for  the  entire  30  years  from  the  same  instrument  site, 
the  normals  have  been  adjusted  to  provide  representative  values  for  the  current  location.  The  infor- 
mation in  all  other  tables  is  t>ased  on  data  from  the  beginning  of  the  record  at  that  location  through 
1987,  except  as  noted. 

The  degree  day  normals  are  used  to  determine  relative  estimates  of  heating  and  cooling  require- 
ments for  buildings.  Each  degree  that  the  average  temperature  for  a  day  is  below  65  (togrees  F 
produces  one  heating  degree  day.  For  example,  if  the  maximum  temperature  is  70  degrees  F  and 
the  minimum  temperature  is  52  degrees  F,  the  average  temperature  for  the  day  is  61  degrees,  re- 
sulting in  four  (4)  heating  degree  days.  Cooling  degree  days  are  calculated  in  a  similar  fashion  for 
each  degree  that  the  average  temperature  is  at)Ove  65  degrees  F.  The  monthly  degree  day  rxx- 
mals  represent  the  average  accumulation  of  the  daily  values  for  the  month.

The  National  Parte  Service  publshea  information  on 
viaits  to  national  parte  areas  in  its  annual  report  NaUofml  Pmk  StaUstiaif  AMnct  The  NaUofml 
Pmks:  Index  (year)  is  a  t)iannual  report  which  has  appeared  urxler  a  variety  of  Index  titlea  prior  to 
1965.  The  1965  and  1967  edttions  have  appeared  urxSer  ttie  current  title.  The  Index  contains  t)rief 
descriptions,  with  acreages,  of  each  area  administered  t)y  the  Service,  pkis  certain  "related"  areas. 
A  brief  statistical  summary  of  Service-administered  areas  is  also  presented.  The  annual  Federel 
RecfeeOon  Fee  Report  summarizes  the  prior  year's  recreation  fee  receipts  and  recreation  visitation 
statistics  for  seven  Federal  larKJ  managing  agencies. 

Statistics  for  State  partes  are  compiled  by  the  National  Association  of  State  Parte  Directors  which 
issues  Its  annual  Infomwtion  Exchenge.  The  Bureau  of  Land  Maruigement  in  its  PubKc  Lend  SteUe- 
tfm  also  issuaa  data  on  recreational  use  of  its  lands.  The  Department  of  Agriculture's  Forest  Serv- 
ice, in  Its  Report  of  the  Foreet  Service,  issues  data  on  recreational  usee  of  the  national  forests. 

Statistics  on  recreation  other  than  usage  of  pubic  lands  have  not  generally  been  compied  and 
pubished  in  a  systematic  way.  In  general,  more  data  are  available  in  the  filea  of  pubic  and  private 
IXKias  than  have  been  pubished;  and  much  of  what  is  pubished  is  in  forms  not  physically  perma- 
nent nor  Mealy  to  be  preaerved  in  ftrariaa  and  other  reference  sources.  The  series  presented  here 
rapraaent  only  the  more  readily  avaWabie  data. 

VWtatlon.— Statiatics  presented  on  visitation  to  various  reporting  areas  are  collected  by  aaveral 
dWaieiil  agencies  and  groupa.  The  methoetoiogy  uaed  to  coBect  theae  results,  may  vary  acconfingly 
from  visual  counts  and  estimates  to  ttie  use  of  electromagnetic  traffic  counters.  Many  factore  be- 
aidea  the  methodology,  may  affect  the  results  such  as  multiple  or  random  access  points,  irregular 
boundaries,  and  many  other  general  factors  that  may  affect  usage.  In  using  and  comparing  theae 
data,  one  should  also  be  aware  of  several  dWerent  definitions  that  foHow:  Recraation  visit,  wtiich  is 
•la  entry  of  any  person  into  an  area  for  recreation  purpoaas:  norvecreation  visits,  which  include 
visits  going  to  and  from  inholdings.  through  traffic,  tradespeople  and  persorvwl  with  business  in  the 
area;  and  visitor  hour,  which  constitutes  the  presence  of  a  person  in  a  recreation  area  or  site  for 
recreationol  ourDoaea  for  periods  of  time  aooreoatina  60  minutes. 

Recraation  and  ielaura  aethrttiaa.— Statiatics  on  the  participation  in  various  recreation  and  lei- 
aure  time  activities  presented  here  are  baaed  on  several  sample  surveys.  Data  on  participation  in 
iahing.  huntirHi.  and  other  forms  of  widWe-asaociatad  recraation  are  pubished  every  five  years  by 
Um  U.S.  Department  of  Interior,  Fish  and  WidHe  Service.  The  most  recent  data  are  from  the  1965 
aurvay.  Data  on  participation  in  various  sports  recraation  activities  are  pubished  by  the  National 
Sporting  Goods  Association.  Data  on  participation  and  attendance  at  various  art  performances  by 
demographic  characteristics  are  presented  by  the  Natiorua  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

1>avaL— Information  on  foreign  travel  and  persoruU  expenditures  abroad,  as  vvell  as  expervJitures 
by  forsign  citizens  traveing  in  the  United  Statea.  is  compied  annually  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Eco- 
nomic Analysis  and  pubished  in  selected  issues  of  the  rnorithly  5iur)«y  o/ C^^renT  SuairMatL  Data 
on  Um  numt>er  of  passports  issued  anrxially  to  U.S.  citizens  are  to  t)e  found  in  the  annual  Summery 
of  Peeeport  SieUellce  issued  by  tha  U.S.  DepL  of  State's  Bureau  of  Conaular  Affairs.

Elections 


This  section  relates  primarily  to  Presidential,  congressional,  and  gubernatorial  elections.  Also  pre- 
sented are  summary  tables  on  cor)gressional  legislation,  State  legislatures.  Black.  Hispanic,  and 
female  officeholders,  population  of  voting  age.  voter  participation,  and  campaign  finances. 

Official  statistics  on  Federal  elections,  collected  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  are  published  bienni- 
ally in  Slaiistics  of  the  Preskiential  and  Congressional  Election  and  Statistics  of  the  Congressional 
Election  Federal  and  State  electkKis  data  appear  also  in  America  Votes,  a  biennial  volume  of  the 
Elections  Research  Center,  WasNngton,  DC.  Federal  electk)ns  data  also  appear  in  the  U.S.  Cor>- 
gress.  Congressional  Directory,  and  in  offkMil  State  documents.  Data  on  reported  registration  and 
voting  are  obtained  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  as  part  of  the  Current  Population  Survey 
(CPS)  and  are  put>lished  in  Current  Population  Reports,  series  P-20  (see  text.  sectk>n  1). 

Almost  all  Federal.  State,  and  local  governmental  units  in  the  United  States  conduct  electioris  at 
varkxis  intervals  for  different  offk»s  and  other  purposes.  The  conduct  of  electk>ns  is  regulated  by 
State  laws  or.  in  some  cities  and  counties,  by  kx»l  charter.  An  exceptk>n  is  that  the  U.S.  Cor^stitu- 
tkx)  prescribes  the  l)asis  of  representatk>n  in  Congress  and  the  manner  of  electing  the  President, 
and  grants  to  Congress  the  right  to  regulate  the  times,  places,  and  manner  of  electing  Federal  offi- 
cers. AmerKJments  to  the  Constitutk>n  have  prescrit>ed  natk>nal  criteria  for  voting  eliglt>ility.  The  15th 
Amendment,  adopted  in  1870.  gave  all  citizens  the  right  to  vote  regardless  of  race,  cotor.  or  previ- 
ous condHkHi  of  servitude.  The  19th  Amendment,  adopted  in  1919.  further  extended  the  right  to 
vote  to  all  citizens  regardless  of  sex.  The  payment  of  poll  taxes  as  a  prerequisite  to  voting  in  Feder- 
al elections  was  k)anned  by  the  24th  Amendment  in  1964.  In  1971.  as  a  result  of  the  26th  Amend- 
ment, eligibility  to  vote  in  natk>nal  electk>ns  was  extended  to  all  citizens.  18  years  okJ  and  over. 

Presldenttal  election.— The  Constitutk>n  specifies  how  the  PreskJent  and  Vk;e  Presklent  are  se- 
lected. Each  State  elects,  by  popular  vote,  a  group  of  electors  equal  in  number  to  its  total  of  mem- 
bers of  Congress.  Sut>sequent  to  the  electkm,  the  electors  meet  in  their  respective  States  to  vote 
for  PreskJent  and  Vk;e  Presklent  Usually,  each  elector  votes  for  the  carxlkiate  receiving  the  most 
popular  votes  in  his  or  her  State.  A  majority  vote  of  all  electors  is  necessary  to  elect  the  Presklent 
and  Vk:e  Presklent  If  no  candklate  receives  a  majority,  the  House  of  Representatives,  with  each 
State  havmg  one  vote,  is  empowered  to  elect  the  Preskient  and  Vk»  PreskJent.  again,  with  a  major- 
ity of  votes  required. 

The  22d  Amendment  to  the  Cor)stitutk>n.  adopted  in  1951.  limits  preskiential  tenure  to  2  elective 
terms  of  4  years  each,  or  to  1  elective  term  for  any  person  who,  upon  successk)n  to  the  PreskJen- 
cy,  has  hekJ  the  office  or  acted  as  Preskient  for  more  than  2  years.  The  23d  Amendment,  adopted 
in  1961,  grants  the  District  of  Columbia  3  preskiential  electors,  a  numt>er  equal  to  that  of  the  least 
popukxis  State. 

Congreselonal  election.— The  Constitutk)n  provkies  that  Representatives  be  apportk>ned  among 
the  States  according  to  their  populatk>n;  that  a  census  of  populatkx)  be  taken  every  10  years  as  a 
basis  for  apportkniment;  and  that  each  State  have  at  least  1  Representative.  At  the  time  of  each 
apportk)nment.  Congress  deckies  what  the  total  number  of  Representatives  will  be.  Since  1912.  the 
total  has  been  435.  except  during  1960  to  1962  wt>en  it  increased  to  437.  adding  1  Representative 
each  for  Alaska  aiKi  Hawaii.  The  total  reverted  to  435  after  reapportk)nment  fdkywing  the  1960 
census.  Members  are  elected  for  2-year  terms,  all  terms  covering  the  same  period.  The  District  of 
Cokjmbia.  American  Samoa,  Guam.  aiKi  the  Virgki  Islands  each  elect  or\e  nonvoting  Delegate  and 
Puerto  Rico  elects  a  nonvoting  Reskient  CommisskHier. 

The  Senate  is  composed  of  100  memt)ers.  2  from  each  State,  who  are  elected  to  serve  for  a 
term  of  6  years.  Or>e-third  of  the  Senate  is  elected  every  2  years.  Senators  ¥vere  originally  chosen 
by  the  State  legislatures.  The  17th  AmerKlment  to  the  Constitutk)n,  adopted  in  1913.  prescribed 
that  Senators  be  elected  by  popular  vote. 

Voter  eNgMKy  and  participation.— The  Census  Bureau  publishes  estimates  of  the  populatk>n 
of  voting  age  and  the  percent  casting  votes  in  each  State  for  Preskiential  and  congressk)nal  elec- 
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tion  years.  These  voting-age  estimates  include  a  number  of  parsons  who  meet  Hie  age  requirament 
but  are  not  eligible  to  vote,  (e.g.  aKana  and  aoma  inallluioniized  persons).  In  addNlon,  sinoe  1964. 
voter  participation  and  voter  charaderiatica  date  have  been  ooWoctod  during  November  of  election 
years  as  part  of  the  CPS.  These  survey  date  include  nondtizena  in  the  vodng  age  poputation  esti- 
mates, but  exclude  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  and  the  inaMulionai  populaJoa

Section  9 

State  and  Local 
Government  Finances 
and  Employment 


Thit  section  presents  data  on  revenues,  experxitures.  debt,  and  government  employment  of 
State  and  local  governments.  Nationwide  statistics  relatirig  to  State  and  local  governments,  their 
numbers,  finances,  and  employment,  are  compiled  primarily  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  through  a 
program  of  censuses  and  surveys.  Every  fifth  year  (for  years  erxing  in  "2"  and  'T*)  the  Bureau 
conducts  a  Census  of  Gk>vemments  involving  collection  of  data  for  all  goverrvnental  units  in  the 
United  States.  In  addition,  the  Bureau  conducts  annual  surveys  which  cover  all  the  State  govern- 
ments and  a  sample  of  local  governments. 

Publications  issued  annually  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  include  a  report  on  governmental  fi- 
nances ¥vfiich  presents  figures  for  the  Federal  Government  nationwide  totals  for  State  and  local 
governments,  by  type,  and  State-local  data  by  States.  Also  issued  annually  are  a  series  of  publica- 
tions on  State,  city,  county,  and  school  finances,  and  on  dty.  county,  and  other  put)lic  employment 
Rnanciai  data  are  published  in  the  QF  publication  series;  employment  data  in  the  QE  series.  There 
is  also  a  series  of  quarterly  reports  covering  tax  revenue,  and  of  finances  of  major  put)lic  employee 
letirement  systems,  as  well  as  a  series  (QSS)  of  special  studies.  Recurrent  Publications  on  Govern- 
rrwnts  describes  the  publication  program. 

Basic  information  fdr  Census  Bureau  statistics  on  governments  is  obtained  by  man  canvass  from 
State  and  local  officials;  however,  financial  data  fdr  each  of  the  State  governments  and  for  many  of 
the  large  local  govenunents  are  compiled  from  their  official  records  and  reports  k»y  Census  Bureau 
personnel.  In  over  half  of  the  States,  all  or  part  of  local  government  finar)cial  data  are  obtained 
through  central  collection  arrangements  with  State  govemments.  Finartdal  data  on  the  Federal 
Government  is  l>ased  on  the  Budget  published  k»y  the  Office  of  Management  arxJ  Budget  (see  page 
301). 

Qovsmmental  unNs.— The  governmental  structure  of  the  United  States  includes,  in  addition  to 
the  Federal  Government  and  the  States,  thousands  of  local  govemments— counties,  municipalities, 
townships,  school  districts,  and  numerous  kinds  of  "special  districts."  As  shown  k»y  table  445. 
almost  83,200  local  governments  vi^ere  identified  k»y  the  1987  Census  of  Governments.  As  defined 
k»y  the  census,  governmental  units  include  all  agertdes  or  bodies  having  an  organized  existence, 
governmental  cfuvBCter,  arxJ  sut)stantial  autonomy.  While  most  of  these  govemments  can  impose 
taxes,  many  of  the  special  districts— such  as  independent  public  housir^g  authorities,  the  New  York 
Port  Authority,  and  numerous  local  irrigation,  power,  and  other  types  of  dtotricts— are  financed  from 
rentals,  charges  for  services,  benefit  assessments,  grarrts  from  other  governments,  toll  charges. 
and  other  nontax  sources.  The  count  of  govemments  excludes  semi-autonomous  agencies  through 
wtiich  Slates,  cities,  and  counties  sometimes  provide  for  certain  furK:tiofts— fdr  example,  "deperxl- 
enT  school  systems.  State  institutions  of  higher  education,  and  certain  other  "authorities"  and  spe- 
cial agencies  which  are  under  the  administrative  or  fiscal  control  of  an  estat)lished  governmental 
unit 

Rnaneea.— Unless  otherwise  stated,  finarx^ial  data  relate  to  fiscal  years  erxing  in  the  year 
shown.  Most  States  end  their  fiscal  year  June  30;  however  Alabama  and  Michigan  end  their  fiscal 
years  Sept  30;  New  York,  March  31;  and  Texas,  Aug.  31.  The  Federal  Government  ended  the 
liacal  year  June  30  until  1978  wtien  Its  fiscal  year,  k»y  an  act  of  Congress,  was  revised  to  extend 
from  Oct  1  to  Sept  30.  A  ttvee-month  quarter  (July  1  to  Sept  30.  1978)  bridged  the  transition. 
Beginning  1983,  k>cal  government  figures  are  for  fiscal  years  yktidtx  ck)se  at  various  dates  during 
the  12  months  ended  June  30  of  the  year  specified  (exceptions  are  school  districts  in  Alaft)ama. 
wtiich  ck)ee  Sept  30  of  the  specified  year  school  districts  in  Texas,  which  ck)se  Aug.  31  of  year 
died:  and  Washington,  DC  whk:h  ends  its  fiscal  year  Sept  30);  figures  fdr  1982  and  earlier  years 
are  for  fiscal  years  ended  during  the  calendar  year.

Payrd  indudoa  ai  aalaffaat  wagaati  and  IndMdual  fee  payments  for  ttie  month  speci- 
fied, and  employment  relalaa  to  al  parsora  on  governmental  payroHa  during  a  pay  period  of  ttie 
monm  oovereo— mciuavig  peia  omcHMft  lamporary  rwip,  ana  lumeaa  omorwiaa  specnieai  pen-iime 
as  weil  as  fUl-Hma  personnel.  Beginning  1968,  ataHstlcs  for  fUl-Hma  equivalent  employment  have 
Doon  compuiea  wim  a  formun  ussig  noiva  worNao  oy  pannana  employees,  a  payroll  oaaea  lormuia 
was  used  prior  to  1865.

This  section  presents  statistics  relating  to  ttie  financial  stnjcture  and  ttie  civilian  employment  of 
the  Federal  Government  The  fiscal  data  cover  taxes,  other  receipts,  outlays,  and  debt  The  princi- 
pal sources  of  fiscal  data  are  The  Budget  of  the  United  States  Government  and  related  documents, 
published  annually  by  the  Office  of  Management  arxJ  Budget  (0MB).  arxJ  the  Department  of  the 
Treasury's  United  States  Govemment  Annua/  Report  and  its  Appendix.  Detailed  data  on  tax  returns 
and  collections  are  puk>lished  arwHjally  by  the  Internal  ReverHje  Service.  The  personnel  data  relate 
to  staffing  and  payrolls  for  the  various  public  functioris  and  agencies,  to  employee  characteristics. 
and  to  civil  service  status;  they  are  published  by  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management  and  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (see  p.  302).  The  primary  source  for  data  on  public  lands  is  Pub/ic  Ljtnd 
Statistics,  put)lished  annually  by  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management.  Department  of  the  Interior.  Data 
on  federally  owned  land  and  real  property  are  collected  by  the  Gerteral  Services  Administration  ar>d 
presented  In  its  anrxjal  Inventory  Report  on  Real  Property  Owned  by  the  United  States  Throughout 
the  World. 

Budget  concept— Under  the  unified  budget  concept,  all  Federal  monies  are  included  in  one 
comprehensive  txjdget.  These  monies  comprise  both  Federal  funds  ar>d  trust  funds.  Federal  funds 
are  derived  mainly  from  taxes  and  borrowing  ar>d  are  not  restricted  by  law  to  any  specific  govern- 
ment purpose.  Trust  funds,  such  as  the  Unemployment  Trust  Furxj,  collect  certain  taxes  and  other 
receipts  for  use  in  carrying  out  specific  purposes  or  programs  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
trust  agreement  or  statute.  Fund  t>alances  irtdude  both  cash  t>alances  with  Treasury  ar>d  invest- 
ments in  U.S.  securities.  Part  of  the  t>alance  is  obligated,  part  ufX)t>ligated.  In  recent  years,  the 
budget  totals,  under  provisions  of  law.  have  excluded  some  Federal  activities— irKluding  the  Feder- 
al Fmancirtg  Bank,  the  Postal  Service,  the  Synthetic  Fuels  Corporation,  and  the  lerxJing  activities  of 
the  Rural  Electrification  Administration.  The  Balanced  Budget  and  Emergency  Deficit  Control  Act  of 
1905  (P.L  99-177)  repealed  the  off-kxxJget  status  of  these  entities  and  placed  social  security  (Fed- 
eral old-age  and  survivors  insurance  and  the  Federal  disakMlity  insurance  trust  funds)  off-budget 
Though  social  security  is  now  off-budget  and,  by  law.  excluded  from  coverage  of  the  congressional 
budget  resolutions,  it  continues  to  be  a  Federal  program.  Data  showing  unified  budget  totals  of 
budget  receipts  and  outiays  that  ir^corporate  social  security  are  presented  in  the  1989  Budget  for 
the  years  1936  to  1993;  more  detailed  tat>les  generally  show  data  since  1976. 

Receipts  arising  from  the  Govemmenf  s  sovereign  powers  are  reported  as  governmental  receipts; 
al  other  receipts,  i.e..  from  business-type  or  market-oriented  activities,  are  offset  against  outiays. 
Outiays  are  reported  on  a  checks-issued  (net)  tasks  0-e..  outiays  are  recorded  at  the  time  the 
checks  to  pay  bills  are  issued). 

Debt  oonoefyt— For  most  of  U.S.  history,  tiie  total  det>t  consisted  of  debt  borrowed  by  the 
Treasury  (i.e..  public  debt).  The  present  det>t  series,  includes  both  publk:  debt  and  agency  debt 
The  gix)es  Federal  debt  inckides  money  borrowed  by  the  Treasury  and  by  various  Federal  agencies: 
it  is  the  broadest  ger>erally  used  measure  of  the  Federal  debt  Tote/  public  debt  is  covered  by  a 
statutory  debt  Kmitation.  currentty  $2.8  trilKon.  and  irKludes  only  borrowing  by  the  Treasury. 

Trsaeury  receipts  and  outlays.— All  receipts  of  the  Govemment  with  a  few  exceptions,  are  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  U.S.  Treasury  regardless  of  ultimate  disposition.  UrxJer  the  Cor^stitution. 
no  money  may  be  withdrawn  from  the  Treasury  unless  appropriated  by  the  Congress. 

The  day-to-day  cash  operatiorts  of  the  Federal  Govemment  clearing  through  the  accounts  of  the 
U.S.  Treasury  are  reported  in  the  DaHy  Treasury  Statement  Extensive  detail  on  the  puk>lk:  debt  is 
pubKshed  in  the  Monthly  Statement  of  the  Public  Debt  of  the  United  States. 

Budget  receipts  such  as  taxes,  customs  duties,  and  miscellaneous  receipts,  which  are  collected 
bf  Goverrwnent  agencies,  and  outlays  represented  by  checks  issued  and  cash  payments  made  by 
dtobursing  officers  as  well  as  goverrvnent  agefx:ies  are  reported  in  the  Monthly  Treasury  Statement 
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of  Receipts  and  Outlays  of  the  LfnUsd  Staies  Qovamment  and  in  the  Treasury's  United  States  Cto^f- 
emment  Annua/  Report  and  its  Appendbc  These  deposits  in,  and  payments  from,  accounts  mairv 
tained  by  Government  agencies  are  on  the  same  tMSis  as  the  unified  budget 

The  quarterly  Treasury  Buf/etin  contains  data  on  fiscal  operations  and  related  Treasury  activities, 
including  financial  statements  of  Government  corporations  and  other  business-type  activities. 

Income  tax  returns  and  tax  coNectlOfis.— Tax  data  are  compiled  by  the  Interrwl  Revenue  Serv- 
ice of  the  Treasury  Department  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Commissioner  and  CNef  Counsel  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service  gives  a  detailed  account  of  tax  collections  tiy  kir>d  of  tax  arxJ  tiy  regions, 
districts,  arxJ  States.  The  agency's  annual  StaHsUcs  of  Income  reports  present  detailed  data  from 
individual  income  tax  retums  and  corporation  income  tax  returns.  The  quarterly  Statistics  of  Income 
Bulletin  has.  in  general,  replaced  the  supplemental  Statislics  of  ItKome  puk)Ncations  which  present- 
ed data  on  such  diverse  subjects  as  tax-exempt  organizations,  uNncorporated  businesses,  fiduciary 
income  tax  arxJ  estate  tax  returns,  sales  of  capital  assets  tiy  individuals,  international  income  and 
taxes  reported  tiy  corporations  and  irxflviduals,  and  estate  tax  wealth. 

Employment  and  payrolls.~The  Office  of  Personnel  Management  collects  employment  arxJ 
payroll  data  from  all  departments  and  agencies  of  the  Federal  Govemment  except  the  Central  In- 
telligence Agency,  the  National  Security  Agency,  and  the  Defense  Intelligence  Agency.  Employment 
figures  represent  the  numt)er  of  persons  wfx)  occupied  civilian  positions  at  the  end  of  the  report 
month  shown  arxJ  who  are  paid  for  personal  services  rerxiered  for  the  Federal  Government  regard- 
less of  the  nature  of  appointment  or  metfxxl  of  payment 

Federal  payrolls  include  all  payments  for  personal  services  rerxiered  during  the  report  month  and 
payments  for  accumulated  annual  leave  of  employees  wfx)  separate  from  the  service.  Since  most 
Federal  employees  are  paid  on  a  biweelUy  basis,  the  calerxiar  month  earnings  are  partially  estimat- 
ed on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  wor1(  days  in  each  month  wtiere  payroll  periods  overlap. 

Federal  employment  arxJ  payroll  figures  are  published  bi  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management  in 
its  Federal  GviUan  Workforce  StatisticsSmployment  and  Trends.  W  also  publishes  biennial  em- 
ployment data  for  minority  groups,  data  on  occupations  of  wfiite-  arxJ  blue-collar  worlters,  arxJ  data 
on  employment  tiy  geographic  area;  reports  on  salary  arxJ  wage  dtetribution  of  Federal  employees 
are  pulDlished  annually.  General  schedule  is  primarily  wfiite  collar,  wage  system  primarily  blue  collar. 
Data  on  Federal  employment  are  also  issued  bi  the  Bureau  of  Latxx  Statistics  in  its  Monthly  Labor 
Review  and  in  Employment  and  Earnings  arxJ  bi  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  its  annual  PubKc 
Employment 

Public  lands.— The  data  on  appications.  entries,  selections,  patents,  arxi  certifications  refer  to 
transactions  which  involve  the  dtoposal,  under  the  pubHc  land  laws  (Including  the  homestead  laws), 
of  Federal  pulDlic  larxls  to  nor>-Federal  owners.  In  general,  original  entries  arxi  selections  are  appli- 
cations to  secure  title  to  public  lands  which  have  been  accepted  as  properly  filed  0.e.,  allowed). 
Some  types  of  applications,  however,  are  not  reported  until  issuance  of  the  final  certificate,  wfiich 
passes  equitable  title  to  the  land  to  the  applicant  Applications  are  approved  wf)en  full  compliar>ce 
with  the  requirements  of  the  laws  is  shown  arxi  become  final  entries  (perfected  entries)  upon  issu- 
ance of  a  final  certificate.  Patents  are  Goverrvnent  deeds  which  pass  legal  title  to  the  land  to  the 
applicant  Certifications  are  issued  in  Heu  of  patents  in  connection  with  certain  State  selections. 

Historical  statlstics.~Tabular  headnotes  provide  cross-references,  where  applicabie.  to  hUstori- 
cal  Statistics  of  the  United  States,  Colonial  Times  to  1970.  See  Appendix  IV.

nsaarva  corwponanta.— fleaeive  persomei  of  the  Armed  Forces  consist  of  ttw  Army  Natlortal 
Guard,  Army  Rsearve.  Naval  Reserve.  Marina  Corps  Reserve,  Air  National  Guard.  Ar  Force  Re- 
aarve,  and  Coast  Guard  Reserve.  They  provide  trained  persorv<el  avaiahte  for  adrve  duty  In  the 
Anned  Forces  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency  arxl  at  such  other  times  as  authorized  by  law. 

The  National  Guard  has  dual  Federal-SUta  reaponsiMlties  and  uses  jointly  provided  equipment. 
fadMes,  and  budget  support  In  peacetime,  the  National  Guard  is  Siate-admintstared.  and  trained 
indar  ttte  authority  of  the  State  Governors.  The  Prasidant  is  empowered  to  moblize  the  l4ational 
Guard  and  to  use  such  of  the  Armed  Forces  as  ha  considers  necessary  to  enforce  Federal  author- 
ity in  any  State.

Social  Inauranca  under  the  SocM  Security  Act— Programs  astabUshad  by  the  Social  Security 
Act  provide  protection  against  waga  loss  resufUrtg  from  ratiramant.  prolongad  disability,  death,  or 
unemployment  and  protection  againal  ttw  cost  of  medical  care  during  old  age  arxl  dtoabiity.  The 
Federal  OASDHI  program  provides  monthly  cash  benefits  to  retired  or  disabled  insured  woriters  and 
ttwir  dependants  and  to  sunrivors  of  irtsurad  workers.  To  be  aigibia,  a  worker  must  have  fwd  a 
spocHlad  parkxl  of  on^itoyment  In  whk^  OASDHI  taxes  were  paid.  A  wortter  becomes  algMe  for 
fun  benefits  at  age  65,  although  reduced  benefits  may  be  obtaitted  up  to  3  years  aailier,  the  work- 
er's spouse  is  under  the  same  Rmitations.  Survivor  benefits  are  payable  to  dependents  of  deceased 
Insured  workers.  DisabiRy  benefits  are  peyable  to  an  Ir^sured  worker  under  age  65  with  a  prolonged 
dtoabSty  and  to  tt>e  disabled  worker's  deperxlems  on  the  same  basis  as  dependents  of  retired 
workers.  Also,  dtoabHity  berwftts  are  provided  at  age  50  to  the  dissbied  wklow  or  widower  of  a  de- 
ceased worker  who  was  fully  iraured  at  tfw  lime  of  death.  A  lump  sum  benefit  is  generally  payable 
on  llw  death  of  an  iraured  worker  to  a  spouse  or  minor  cfWldren. 

Since  July  1066.  ttw  Federal  "Iriedicare"  program  has  provided  two  coordnated  plans  for  nearly 
al  people  age  65  and  over  (1)  A  hospital  insurance  plan  wrfiich  covers  fiospital  and  ralatad  serv- 
loaa  and  <2)  a  voluntary  supplementary  mednal  insurarxw  plan,  flnartced  partiair^  by  monthly  premi- 
uma  paM  bf  participanta,  wrhnh  partly  covers  physicians'  and  related  madual  services.  Since  July 
1073,  such  insuranca  alao  apptiaa  to  dbablad  benaficiariae  of  any  age  after  24  nwnths  of  eligtiility 
and  to  paraona  with  chronic  kidney  disease. 

nelirement  aurvivora,  dtoabHity.  and  hospital  insurance  berteflts  are  fwvled  by  a  payroll  tax  on 
annual  earnings  (up  to  a  maximum  of  earnings  set  by  law)  of  wortwrs,  employers,  and  Hie  self- 
employed.  The  maximum  taxable  earnings  ore  adjusted  periodically  ffvough  Federal  legialation  to 
reflect  irtcreasing  income  levels  (see  table  576).  Tax  receipts  and  beneOl  peyments  are  adminia- 
Isred  through  Federal  trust  funds.  Special  benefits  for  uninsured  persons;  hospital  benefits  for  per- 
sona 65  and  over  with  specified  amounts  ol  Sodal  Security  coverage  lees  than  thai  required  for 
cash  benefit  eligibility:  and  that  port  of  the  cost  of  supplsmsntary  medteal  insurance  not  firtancfld  by 
conlrfcuMons  hwn  participants  are  financed  from  Federal  garteral  reverrues.

OfHce  of 
Management  and  Budget  The  SIC  is  a  dasdflcsion  stnicture  for  the  entirs  nattond  economy.  The 
structure  provides  dato  on  a  dMdon  and  industry  code  bads,  aocordtog  to  the  ievd  of  industrtol 
detail.  For  example,  manufacturing  is  a  m^jor  Industrid  dMdon,  food  and  kindred  products  (code 
20)  is  one  of  its  mi^or  groups.  One  of  the  ways  this  group  Is  further  dMded  Is  into  meat  products 
(code  201)  and  meat  pecking  plants  (code  2011).  Pertodcaly.  the  SIC  is  ravieed  to  reflect  changee 
in  the  industrid  composition  of  the  economy.  (The  1967  SIC  Manud  wM  be  implemenled  to  1969- 
90). 

Industry  data  derived  from  the  CPS  beginning  to  January  1963  utMze  the  industrid  classiflcatton 
devdoped  for  the  1960  Census  of  Populattoa  CPS  dato  firom  1971  to  1962  were  beaed  on  the 
1970  ceneus  dasdficatton  system.  Both  popdaflon  cenaus  eystsms  are  devdoped  from  the  SIC. 
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The  1970  lyifm  is  teaed  on  the  1007  SIC,  whfWM,  ttw  1000  lyifm  ralslM  to  the  1972  edition.

The  occupational  classification  system  used  in  the  1900  census  and  in  the  CPS  t)eginning  in  Jan- 
uary 1903,  evolved  from  the  1900  Standard  Occupational  Classification  (SOC)  system,  first  intro- 
duced in  1077.  Occupational  categories  used  in  the  1900  census  classification  system  are  so  radi- 
caly  dMerent  from  the  1970  census  system  used  in  the  CPS  tfvough  1902,  that  their  implementa- 
tion repreeented  a  break  in  historical  data  series.  In  cases  where  data  have  not  yet  been  converted 
to  the  1000  classifications  and  still  reflect  the  1970  classifications  (e.g.,  table  009),  comparisons 
between  the  two  systems  should  not  be  made.  To  help  users  bridge  the  data  gap,  a  limited  set  of 
estimates  was  developed  for  the  1972-1902  period  baaed  on  the  new  classifications.

Productivity— The  Bureeu  of  Labor  Statistics  (BLS)  pubishes  data  on  productivity  as  measured 
by  output  per  hour  Oabor  productivity),  output  per  combined  unit  of  labor  and  capital  input  (muHifao- 
tor  productMly),  arid,  fbr  manufacturing  industries,  output  per  combined  unit  of  capital,  labor, 
energy,  materials,  and  purchased  service  inputs.  Labor  productivity  and  related  indexes  are  pub- 
Isfied  for  the  businees  sector  as  a  wfide  and  its  m^jor  subeectors:  nonfarm  business,  marujf  actur- 
ing,  nonAnandal  corporations,  140  specific  industries,  and  various  furtctional  areas  of  the  Federal 
dvttan  gcvemmeni  Multifiictor  productivity  and  related  measures  are  pubished  fbr  the  private  busi- 
ness sector  and  its  maior  subeectors:  Productivity  indexes  wtuch  take  into  account  capital,  labor, 
energy,  materials,  and  service  inputs  are  published  lor  the  20  m^jor  2-dKjit  industry  groups  wtuch 
comprfse  ttte  manufacturing  sector,  and  for  ttte  steel  artd  motor  vehicle  industries.  The  m^jor  sector 
data  are  pubjshed  in  the  BLS  quarterly  news  release,  ftvductMly  and  Costs  and  in  the  annual 
kMHsaor  ProducMly  Mossurss  release.  The  specific  industry  productivity  measures  are  pub- 
ished annuiAy  in  the  BLS  BuNeHn,  ProdudMly  Messurss  for  SsfsOsd  Industries,  and  the  Hsnd- 
book  of  Lsbor  SiaUsifcs.  Detaied  information  on  methods,  Hmltations,  and  data  sources  appears  in

Woftc  stoppagea.— Work  stoppages  inckide  al  strikes  and  k)ckouts  known  to  BLS  which  last  fbr 
at  least  one  fuN  day  or  shift  and  involve  1,000  or  more  workers.  AH  stoppages,  whether  or  not  au- 
thortseed  by  a  unkm,  legal  or  legal,  are  counted.  Exckided  are  work  sk>wdowns  and  instances 
whsre  emptoyees  report  to  work  late,  or  leave  early,  to  attend  mass  moetkigs  or  mass  rallies. 

taaeonal  a^uetmeiit— Many  economic  statistics  reflect  a  regularly  recurring  seasonal  move- 
ment wfiich  can  be  estknated  on  the  basis  of  past  experience.  By  elminating  that  part  of  the 
change  wtvch  can  be  aacribed  to  usual  seasonal  variatton  (e.g.,  dknate  or  school  openings  and 
doakigs),  it  is  possitile  to  observe  the  cycical  and  other  rKXisoasonal  movements  in  ttte  series. 
However,  in  evakiatkig  devtattons  from  the  seasonal  patterr>— that  is,  changes  in  a  seasonsNy  ad- 
luated  ssrise  it  Is  kwportant  to  note  that  seasonal  mSj^Sbneiii  Is  msrety  an  approximatkxi  baaed  on 
past  SB^erience.  SeaaonaNy  ad|ustsd  estimates  have  a  tvoader  margin  of  poasltile  error  then  the 
origkial  data  on  which  tfiey  are  baaed,  since  tf>ey  are  subfect  not  only  to  sarnplng  and  other  errors, 
but  also  are  affected  by  the  uncertainties  of  the  adMtment  process  ItseN.

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Cofieumer  Expenditure  Survey.— The  Consumer  ExpendNure  Sunmy  program  was  begun  In  late 
1979.  The  principal  cbiecUve  of  the  sunmy  Is  to  odsct  current  ooneumer  «qpendNure  data  which 
provide  a  continuous  flow  of  data  on  the  buying  habits  of  American  oonaumera.  The  data  are  nec- 
essary for  future  revisions  of  ttw  Consumer  Price  Index. 

The  sun^  conducted  by  the  Bureeu  of  the  Ceneus  for  the  Bureeu  of  Liter  StaHslica.  conalsts  of 
two  components:  (1)  An  interview  panel  survey  In  wliich  the  expendNuree  of  oonsumsr  units  are 
obtained  in  five  interviews  corxluctsd  every  3  monthe;  and  (2)  a  dby  or  recordkeeping  sun^  corn- 

Each  component  of  the  survey  Qusriee  an  Independent  aampie  of  oonsumsr  units  representative 
of  the  U.S.  urban  population.  Over  52  weeks  of  the  year.  5.000  ooneumer  units  ars  sampied  for  the 
dtary  survey.  Each  consumer  unit  keepe  a  dtary  for  two  1  weak  perfcids  yieking  approximately 
10.000  diaries  a  year.  The  IntenHew  aarnple  la  selected  on  a  rotating  panel  basis,  targeted  at  5.000 
consumer  units  per  quarter.  Data  are  coltected  In  85  urtMn  areas  of  the  country  that  are  reprssent- 
ative  of  the  U.S.  urt>an  populatton.  The  sun^  Inckidea  students  In  student  houshig. 

The  Diary  sun^  is  designed  to  obtaki  expendNuree  on  small,  frequently  purchaaed  Heme  which 
are  normally  difficult  for  respondonts  to  recall.  Detaled  records  of  expensee  are  kept  for  food  arxi 
t>everages,  t)oth  at  home  arxi  In  eaik^g  placee,  tol)acco.  housekeeping  suppltos,  nonpreecription 
drugs,  and  personal  care  products  and  servicea. 

The  interview  sun^  is  designed  to  obteki  data  on  the  types  of  expendNuree  which  resporxlents 
can  be  expected  to  recall  for  a  period  of  3  months  or  kxiger.  In  general,  theee  Inckide  relatively 
large  experKfitures,  such  as  theee  for  property,  automotilles,  arxi  ma|or  appHances,  or  expendNuree 
wtik^h  occur  on  a  fairly  regular  tiaais.  such  as  rant,  utttties.  or  Insurance  prsmkjms.  Inckidkig 
"gk)bal  estimates"  for  food,  It  is  estknatad  that  about  95  percent  of  expendNuree  ars  covered  ki  ttw 
interview.  Exckided  are  nonprescrtptton  drugs.  househoM  suppltos,  and  personal  care  Hems.  The 
interview  survey  also  provkJes  data  on  expencMurss  kicurred  wtile  on  tilJM*  Both  surveys  exdude 
all  business  related  expenditures  for  which  the  fimly  Is  rsknbursed.

In  October  1963.  tie  Census  Bureau  began  to  cdect  data  under  the  new  Sun^  ol  Income  and 
Program  Participation  (SIPP).  The  information  supp8od  by  this  survey  is  expected  to  provide  t>etter 
measurea  of  the  status  and  changes  In  income  dtetribution  and  poverty  of  houaehokfs  and  persons 
in  the  UnHed  Stales.  The  data  collected  in  SIPP  wM  be  uaed  to  study  Federal  and  State  aid  pro- 
grams (such  as  food  stampa.  welfare,  Modfcaid.  and  suknidized  housing),  to  estimate  program 
coan  ano  coverage,  ano  lo  aaaess  me  enects  oi  propoeeo  cnanges  n  program  asgiDMiy  ruiea  or 
iMneflt  levels.  The  core  questions  are  repeated  at  each  interview  and  cover  labor  force  activity,  tie 
types  and  amounts  of  inooma  received,  and  participation  status  in  various  programa.  The  core  alao 
contama  Questions  covenng  anenoanoe  m  poanecorxiary  scnoois  ano  private  neaim  msuranoa  cov- 
Various  supplements  or  topical  modules  covering  areas  such  as  educational  attainment. 
affKi  iaDMtiea,  ano  pension  pian  coverage  are  ponocBcaiiy  mciuaea. 

-Famttos  and  urvelated  irxtviduals  are  classified  as  bairtg  above  or  below  the  poverty 
level  using  the  poverty  index  originated  at  the  Social  Security  Administration  in  1964  and  revned  tyy 
Federal  Interagency  Commitleee  in  1969  and  1960.  The  poverty  irxfex  is  based  solely  on  mortey 
income  and  doea  not  reflect  the  fact  that  many  low-income  persons  receive  noncash  barwflts  such 
as  food  stampa.  medtoaid,  and  public  housing.  The  irxfex  is  based  on  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture's 1961  ecorK)my  food  plan  and  reflects  the  dtfferent  consumption  requirements  of  families 
based  on  their  size  and  composition.  The  poverty  thresholds  are  updated  every  year  to  reflect 
changea  in  the  Consumer  f^ce  Index.  The  following  technical  changea  to  the  thresholds  were 
made  in  1961:  (1)  dtetinctlons  based  on  sex  of  householder  have  been  eliminated;  (2)  separate 
thresholds  for  farm  famittes  have  been  dropped;  and  (3)  the  matrix  haa  been  expanded  to  families 
of  nine  or  more  persons  from  the  old  cutoff  of  seven  or  more  persons.  Theee  changes  have  boon 
incorporated  in  the  calculation  of  poverty  data  beginning  wHh  1961.

Produeor  prtaa  kidnL— This  Irtdex.  dating  from  1S90,  Is  ihaoldest  continuous  statistical  series 
puMehed  by  BLS.  It  Is  daiignBd  to  maoaurs  average  changes  in  pricea  receh/ed  by  producers  of  ai 
GommodMse,  al  tB  stages  of  processing,  produced  in  ttie  U-S. 

The  Index  has  undergone  several  revisions  (see  MonHify  Labor  Review,  February  1962  and  AprI 
1976).  n  is  now  based  on  appnudmately  3,400  commodHy  price  series  instead  of  the  approximately 
3,200  included  in  the  1947-1960  period  artd  the  900  included  for  the  period  prior  to  1947.  Indexes 
for  the  net  output  of  mining  and  manufacturlrtg  industries  have  been  added  hi  recent  years.  Pricaa 
used  m  constructing  the  Irtdex  are  coHactod  from  seHers,  artd  generally  apply  to  the  firsi  signHicanI 
large-wluina  cornnerdal  ftmactlon  for  aach  commodtty— i.e.,  tha  manufacturer's  or  other  produo- 
ar'a  aaWng  price  or  the  ssMng  prica  on  an  organized  excAange  or  at  a  central  market.

The  base  year  1962  coln- 
cldee  with  the  reference  year  o(  the  PPI  shipmant  weights,  which  have  been  taken  primarily  from 
tha  1962  Canaus  of  hlanutacturaa. 

Coneumar  pitoa  kidama  (CM),— The  CPI  Is  a  measure  of  ttte  average  change  In  pricaa  over 
time  In  a  fixed  "morltet  liealwt"  of  goods  and  services  purchased  either  by  urban  wage  earners  and 
clerical  woritars  or  by  al  urban  cortsumers. 

In  1919,  BLS  iMgan  to  publish  compMa  irxlsxes  at  semiannual  intervals,  using  a  weighting  struc- 
ture based  on  data  cdiacted  m  the  expenditure  sureey  of  wage  earner  and  clerical-worker  families 
in  1917-19  (BLS  BuMIn  357. 1924).  The  flrst  molor  revision  o(  the  CPI  occurred  in  IMO.  with  sub- 
sequent revisions  in  1953.  1964.  1978,  and  1967. 

Deglnnlr>g  with  the  release  of  dsia  for  Jarvnry  1968  m  FebruoiY  ^966.  most  Consunsr  Price  In- 
dexee  shItM  to  a  new  reterence  beae  year.  Ail  irxJexes  preirioualy  axpreaaad  on  a  baaa  Of 
1967.100.  or  any  other  base  thnxigh  December  1981.  have  bean  rabased  (o  1962-64-=  100.  Se- 
lection of  the  1962-84  period  was  made  to  coincide  with  the  updated  expendHure  weights,  wMch 
we  based  upon  data  tabuMed  from  the  Consumer  ExpendHure  Sunrsys  tor  1962,  1963.  and  1964. 

BLS  publshes  CPt's  for  h«o  population  groups:  (1)  a  CPI  for  Alt  urban  Consumers  (CPMJ)  wMch 
covers  approidmataly  80  percent  of  the  total  poputaten;  and  (2)  a  CPI  for  tAban  Wage  Earners  and 
Clerical  Workers  (CPI-W)  which  covers  32  peKMnt  of  the  total  population.  The  CPI-U  Includes  in 
addMon  to  wage  eemers  and  clerical  workers,  groups  wMch  historically  have  been  aKdudad  Irom 
CPI  oovaraga,  such  aa  profesoionaL  monagarW.  and  technical  workers,  the  seH-empioyed,  short- 
term  workers,  the  unemployed,  arxl  retirees  artd  others  not  in  the  labor  force. 

The  orrent  CPI  is  based  on  prices  of  food,  clothing,  shelter,  fuels,  transportation  fares,  charges 
for  doctors'  and  dentists'  sarvlces,  drugs,  etc.  purchased  for  day-to-day  fving.  Prices  ere  coNacted 
in  65  areas  ocroes  ttte  country  from  over  57,000  housing  irrits  ertd  19,000  astabishrrwnts.  Area 
selection  was  based  on  the  1960  census.  Alt  taxes  directly  associated  with  the  puchase  and  uee 
of  Hams  are  Indudad  in  the  index.  Pricea  of  (ood,  fuels,  and  a  tew  other  iteme  are  obtained  every 
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month  in  all  85  locations.  Prices  of  most  other  oommodHies  and  sen/ioes  are  collected  monthly  in 
the  five  largest  geographic  areas  and  every  other  month  in  other  areas. 

In  calculating  the  index,  each  item  is  assigned  a  weight  to  account  for  its  relative  importance  in 
consumers'  budgets.  Price  changes  for  the  various  items  in  each  location  are  then  averaged.  Local 
data  are  then  comt)ined  to  obtain  a  U.S.  dty  average.  Separate  indexes  are  also  published  for  re- 
gions, area  size-classes,  cross-classifications  of  regions  and  size-classes,  and  for  27  local  areas, 
usually  consisting  of  the  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  (MSA);  see  Appendbc  II.  Area  definitions  are 
those  estat>lished  by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  in  1963.  Definitions  do  not  include  revi- 
sions made  since  1983.  Area  indexes  do  not  measure  differences  in  tfie  level  of  prices  among 
cities,  they  only  measure  tfie  average  change  in  prices  for  each  area  sirtoe  tfie  base  period.  For 
further  detail  regarding  the  CPI,  see  the  BLS  Handbook  of  Methods,  Bulletin  2285,  Chapter  19:  the 
Consumer  Price  Index,  and  Report  736,  tfie  CPI:  1967  Revision. 

In  January  1983.  the  method  of  measuring  homeoMmership  costs  in  the  CPI-U  was  changed  to  a 
rental  equivalence  approach.  This  treatment  calculates  homeowner  costs  of  the  shelter  based  on 
ttie  implicit  rent  owners  would  pay  to  rent  tfie  homes  tfiey  own.  The  rental  equivalence  approach 
was  introduced  into  ttie  CPI-W  in  January  1965. 

Other  prtoa  lndexes.~The  fixed-weighted  price  index  is  a  weighted  average  of  the  detailed 
price  indexes  used  in  the  deflation  of  goods  and  services  that  make  up  the  QNP.  These  price  in- 
dexes are  combined  using  weights  that  reflect  ttie  composition  of  QNP  In  1982.  Because  ttie  same 
weights  are  used  for  each  period,  changes  in  this  index  measure  changes  in  prices  over  any  period. 
The  chain  price  index  is  an  alternative  measure  of  price  change.  It  is  a  weighted  average  of  ttie 
same  detailed  price  indexes,  but  they  are  combined  using  weights  that  reflect  tfie  composition  of 
GNP  in  the  first  of  two  consecutive  periods.  Thus,  changes  in  this  index  measure  changes  in  prices 
only  k>etween  tfie  consecutive  periods. 

TTie  implicit  price  deflator  is  a  by-product  of  the  deflation  of  QNP.  It  is  derived  as  the  ratio  of 
current-  to  constant-dollar  GNP  (multiplied  by  100).  It  is  a  weighted  average  of  the  detailed  price 
indexes  used  in  the  deflation  of  GNP,  but  tfiey  are  combined  using  weights  tfiat  reflect  the  compo- 
sition of  GNP  in  each  period.  Thus,  cfianges  in  tfie  ImpHcit  price  deflator  reflect  not  only  cfianges  In 
prices  but  also  changes  in  the  composition  of  QNP. 

Stattatlcal  reliability.— For  a  dtocussion  of  statislical  collection  and  estimation,  sampling  proce- 
dures, and  measures  of  statistical  reliability  pertaining  to  the  producer  price  Index  and  the  CPI,  see 
Appendix  III.

8ecur1tles.<*The  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  (SEC)  was  established  in  1934  to  protect 
the  Interests  of  the  public  and  investors  against  malpractices  in  the  securities  and  financial  martcets 
and  to  provide  the  fullest  possible  disclosure  of  Information  regarding  securities  to  the  investing 
public. 

insurance.— Insuring  companies,  which  are  regulated  by  the  various  States  or  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, are  classified  as  either  life  or  property.  Companies  that  underwrite  accident  and  health  in- 
surance only  and  those  that  undeoMflte  accident  and  health  insurance  In  addition  to  one  or  more 
property  lines  are  included  with  property  insurance,  insuring  companies,  other  than  these  classified 
as  life,  are  permitted  to  underwrite  one  or  more  property  Hnes  provided  they  are  so  licensed  and 
have  the  necessary  capital  or  surplus. 

There  are  a  numk>er  of  published  sources  for  statistics  on  the  various  classes  of  insurance— life, 
health,  fire,  marine,  and  casualty.  IndMdual  States  ooNect  data  on  all  Insurers  operating  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions,  and  many  of  the  States  pubfeh  an  annual  insurance  report  giving  IndMdual 
company  data  and  aggregates  of  certain  items  for  the  companies  operatirig  within  the  State.  Orga- 
nizations representing  certain  classes  of  Insurers  publish  reports  for  these  classes.  Among  them 
are  the  annual  commercial  publishers,  such  as  Tlie  National  Undenwriter  Company  wtK>se  Argus 
Health  Chart  (annual)  contains  financial  and  operating  data  for  individual  health  and  accident  insur- 
ance companies,  including  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  Plans.  The  American  CouncH  of  Life  Insur- 
ance publishes  statistics  on  life  insurance  purchases,  ownership,  benefit  payments,  and  assets  in 
its  biennial  Life  Insurartce  Fact  Book.

Postal  Service-— The  Postal  Service  provides  mal  processing  and  deHvery  services  within  the 
UnMed  States.  The  Postal  Reorganization  Act  of  1970  created  the  Postal  Service,  effective  July 
1971.  as  an  independent  estabfishment  of  the  Federal  Executive  Brancft;  it  also  placed  restrictions 
on  ttie  private  delivery  of  mai. 

"Revenue  and  cost  analysis"  is  ttie  term  used  ty  the  Postal  Service  to  descnbe  its  system  of 
attributing  revenues  and  coats  to  classes  of  mai  and  service.  Th«  system  draws  primarily  upon 
protMbMy  sampling  techniques  to  develop  estimates  of  revernies.  volurnes.  arxj  weights,  as  well  as 
coats  tiy  dasa  of  mal  and  special  service.  The  coats  attributed  to  classes  of  mai  and  special  serv- 
ices are  primariy  incremental  costs  which  vary  in  response  to  changes  in  volume:  ttiey  account  for 
roughly  60  percent  of  the  total  costs  of  the  Postal  Service.  The  balance  represents  "institutional 
coats"  which  includes  funds  for  research  and  development,  portions  of  personnel  arxj  office  sup- 
plies, etc.  Statistics  on  reverHies,  volume  of  mai.  and  dtetribution  of  expendftures  are  presented  in 
ttie  Postal  Service's  annual  report  Cost  and  Revenue  Ant^ysis,  and  its  Annual  Report  of  the  Post- 


Communication  medta.— The  Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC).  estat)li8hed  in  1934. 
regulaiss  wire  and  radk>  communications  and  Kcenses  radk>  and  television  stations.  Only  the  larg- 
est carriers  arxj  controling  companies  file  annual  or  monttily  financial  reports.  Jurisdiction  of  the 
FCC  applies  to  domestic  and  overseas  telegraph  carriers  arxj  to  the  Communications  Satellite  Cor- 
poration (Comsat),  but  not  to  a  large  number  of  telephone  carriers  that  are  engaged  in  intrastate 
service.  The  gross  operating  revenues  of  ttie  telephone  carriers  reporting  arviually  to  the  FCC.  how- 
ever, are  estimated  to  cover  about  90  percent  of  the  revenues  of  all  U.S.  telephone  companies. 

Reports  fiM  by  the  broadcasting  indiAtry  cover  suk»tantiafly  all  radk>  and  television  stations  op- 
erating in  the  United  States  and  its  outlying  areas.  The  private  radio  services  represerrt  the  largest 
arxj  most  diverse  group  of  licensees  regulated  by  the  FCC.  These  services  provide  voice,  data 
communications,  point-to-point  and  point-to-multipoint  communications  to  satisfy  ttie  requirements 
of  indMduals  and  American  industry  for  land  motxle  arxj  microwave  communications.  Maior  users 
of  these  services  arr.  small  business;  the  aviation  industry:  the  maritime  trades:  the  land  transporta- 
tion industry;  manufacturing  irniustries:  state  and  local  put)lic  safety  arxj  governmental  authorities; 
emergency  medical  service  providers;  amateur  radk>  operators  arxj  personal  radk>  operations  (CB 
and  the  General  Motjile  Radio  Service).  The  FCC  also  licenses  entities  as  "private  carriers".  Private 
carriers  provide  land  motiUe  communications  service  and  paging  service  on  a  for-profit  basis.  Princi- 
pal sources  of  ¥hre,  radio,  and  television  data  are  the  FCC's  Annua/  Report,  arxj  its  annual  Statis- 
tics of  Communicatfons  Common  Camera. 

Statistics  on  the  printed  media  are  avaiable  from  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  as  well  as  fixxn 
various  private  agerx^es.  The  censuses  of  manufactures  (corKlucted  by  the  Census  Bureau  every 
five  years,  for  the  years  ending  in  "2"  and  "7")  provide  statistics  on  the  numt)er  arxj  circulation  of 
newspapers  arxj  periodicals  arxj  on  sales  of  tiooks  arxj  pamphlets.  Editor  &  Put)li8her  Co..  New 
York,  presents  anrujal  data  on  the  numt)ef  arxJ  circulation  of  daHy  arxj  Sunday  newspapers  in  its 
IntematiormI  Year  Book.  Monthly  data  on  new  books  and  new  editiorw  appear  in  Put)tisfiers 
Weekly,  issued  kyy  R.  R.  Bowicer  Company.  New  York.  (See  table  382  for  annual  data.) 

Advertlalng.— The  statistics  on  advertising  experiditures  are  compiled  primarily  kyy  private  organi- 
zations. McCarwErickson.  Inc..  wtiich  compiles  certain  of  the  data  shown  (see  tak)les  918-920). 
defines  national  advertising  as  ttie  advertising  done  for  companies  wfiose  products  are  distrit)uted 
nationally,  arxj  for  wtvch  ruitional  media  rates  are  pakl.  Local  advertising  is  defined  as  the  advertis- 
ing dor>e  for  companies  wtiich  market  their  products  kx^ally  arxJ  which  may  pay  special  "k>cal" 
medui  rates.  Spot  advertising  is  consklered  time  bought  kyy  a  national  advertiser  on  a  selective 
market  basis.  Monthly  index  figures  of  advertising  in  certain  media  are  also  puft)lished  periodk^lly 
by  McCarm-Erickson  in  Advertishg  Age. 

The  Broedcast  Advertisers  Reports  (see  tables  922-924)  distinguished  betvveen  spot  arxj  kx:al 
advertising  pnmarily  on  the  t)asis  of  tfie  type  of  advertiser  to  wtXKn  tfie  time  is  soM,  rather  than  how

Information  is  included  on  petroleum  and  natural  gas,  coal,  electricity,  hydro- 
electric power,  rHJdear  power,  solar,  wood,  and  geothermal  energy.  Among  its  anmial  reports  are 
AnnualEnergy  Review,  Electric  Power  Annual,  Natural  Gas  Annual,  Petroleum  Supply  Annual,  State 
Energy  Data  Report  Energy  Price  and  Expendhure  Report  Financial  Statistics  of  Selected  Electric 
Utilities,  Historical  Capital  Costs  and  Annual  Production  Expenaes,  Residential  Energy  Consumption 
Survey,  Perlormartce  ProfHee  of  Major  Energy  Producers,  Typical  Electric  BHIs,  Arnujal  Energy  Out- 
looK  and  International  Energy  Arunml.  These  various  publications  contain  State,  natiortal.  and  inter- 
national data  on  production  of  electricity,  net  summer  capability  of  generating  plants,  fuels  used  in 
energy  productioa  energy  sales  and  consumption,  hydroelectric  power,  construction  costs  and  pro- 
duction expenses  of  power  plants,  and  depreciation  practices.  The  EIA  also  issues  ttie  Monthly 
Energy  Review,  wtiich  presents  current  supply,  dteposition,  and  price  data,  and  separate  weekly 
and  monthly  publications  on  petroleum,  coal,  natural  gas,  and  electric  power.  Data  on  residential 
energy  consumption,  expendttures,  and  conservation  activities  are  available  from  ElA's  Residential 
Energy  Consurnption  Survey  and  are  pubfished  triennially  in  Flesidential  Energy  Consumption 
Survey:  Consumption  and  Expenditures,  and  Residential  Energy  Consumption  Survey:  Housing 
Characteristics,  and  several  otiter  reports. 

The  Edison  Electric  Institute's  monttily  bulletin  and  annual  Statistical  Year  Book  of  the  Electric 
tMlty  Industry  for  the  Year  contain  data  on  ttie  distribution  of  electric  energy  by  public  utilities;  in- 
formation on  ttie  electric  power  supply,  expansion  of  electric  generating  facilities,  and  ttie  manufac- 
ture of  heavy  electric  power  equipment  is  presented  in  the  annual  Year  End  Summary  of  the  Elec- 
tric Power  situation  in  the  United  States.  The  American  Gas  Association,  in  its  monthly  and  quarter- 
ly bulletins  and  its  yeart)ook.  Gas  Facts,  presents  data  on  gas  utilities,  including  sales,  revenues, 
customers,  prices,  and  other  financial  and  operating  statistics.  A  wide  range  of  petroleum  statistics 
are  provided  in  the  American  Petit>leum  Institute  puk)lication  Basic  Petroleum  Data  Book. 

Blu  cowvfsion  factors.— Various  energy  sources  are  converted  from  origirud  units  (e.g..  short 
tons,  cubic  feet,  barrels,  kilowatttxxjrs)  to  the  thermal  equivalent  using  British  thermal  units  (Btu).  A 
Btu  is  the  amount  of  energy  required  to  raise  the  temperature  of  1  pourxl  of  wvater  1  degree  Fahr- 
enheit (F)  at  or  near  39.2  degrees  F.  Factors  are  calculated  anmjally  from  the  latest  final  anmjal 
data  available;  some  are  revised  as  a  result  The  foUovving  list  provides  conversion  factors  used  in 
1966  for  production  end  consumption,  in  that  order,  for  various  fuels:  Petroleum,  5.800  and  5.418 
ml.  Btu  per  barrel;  total  coal.  21.913  and  21.462  mil.  Btu  per  short  ton;  and  natijral  gas  (dry).  1.030 
and  1.030  Btu  per  cubic  foot  The  factors  for  ttie  production  of  nuclear  power  and  geothermal 
power  were  10,807  and  21,263  Btu  per  kilowatttKXjr,  respectively.  The  fossi  fuel  steam-electric 
power  plant  generation  factor  of  10,320  Btu  per  kilowattiKXir  was  used  for  hydroelectric  power  gen- 
eration and  for  wood  and  waste,  wind,  photovoltaic,  and  solar  thermal  energy  consumed  at  electoic 
iMHies.

TMt  taction  presents  statistics  on  revenues,  passenger  and  freight  traffic  volume,  and  employ- 
mant  in  various  revenue-producing  modes  of  the  transportation  industry,  including  motor  vehicles, 
trains,  and  pipeNnes.  Data  are  also  presented  on  commuting  travel;  highway  mileage  and  firtances; 
motor  vehicle  travel,  accidents,  sales,  and  registrations;  automobile  operating  costs;  and  character- 
isHcsof  cubic  transit  rairoads.  and  pipelines. 

The  principal  compiler  of  data  on  public  roads  and  on  operation  of  motor  vehicles  is  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Transportation's  (DOT)  Federal  Highway  Administration  (FHWA).  These  data  appear 
in  FHWA's  annual  Higfmay  Statistics  and  ottier  pubiiOBrtions.  The  U.S.  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
miasion  (IOC)  presents  data  on  interstate  land  transport  in  its  publications,  the  Annual  Report  to 
Congraas  and  the  Transport  Statistics  In  the  United  States,  which  contain  data  on  railroads  and 
motor  carriers  subject  to  ICC  regulations. 

The  U.S.  National  Highway  TrafAc  Safety  Administration  issues  data  on  traffic  accident  deaths 
and  death  rates  in  two  annual  reports:  the  Fact  Book  and  the  Fatal  Accident  Reporting  System 
Annual  Report.  DOTs  Federal  Rairoed  Administration  presents  data  on  accidents  involvirtg  rail- 
roads in  Its  arviual  >to0blar7l///)bi^  wn6Vne  Rao-Highway  Oossing  Accident/Incident  and 
kwenk)fy  Butietin. 

Various  censuses  and  surveys  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  also  provide  data. 
Results  of  the  censuses  of  transportation  are  presented  in  the  Tnidf  Inventory  and  Use  Survey. 
The  Annual  Survey  of  ManuUictures  and  reports  of  the  censuses  of  manufactures,  wholesale  and 
relal  trade,  and  service  irxlustries  contain  statistics  on  the  motor  vehicle  and  OQuipment  industry 
and  on  retail,  wholesale,  and  services  aspects  of  this  industry.  Data  on  persons  commuting  to  work 
were  collected  as  part  of  the  1980  census  and  are  in  various  census  reports. 

Data  are  also  presented  in  many  nortgoverrvnent  publications.  Among  them  are:  The  weekly  and 
annual  Cars  of  Revenue  Freight  Loaded  and  the  annual  Yeart)ook  of  Railroad  Facts,  both  puk>- 
Ished  by  the  Associatk)n  of  American  Railroads,  Washington,  DC;  Bus  Facts,  issued  annually  by 
thA  American  Bus  Assodatkm,  Washington.  DC;  and  the  Transit  Fact  BooK  containing  electric  rail- 
way and  mdortxis  statistics,  published  annually  tjy  the  American  Public  Transit  Association.  Wash- 
ingloa  DC.  Useful  annual  handbooks  in  the  fieW  of  transportatkxi  are  Motor  Veiiide  Facts  and  Fig- 
ures wA  World  Motor  Veiiide  Data,  issued  by  the  Motor  VehkHe  Manufacturers  Associatx>n  of  the 
United  States,  Inc.,  Detroit,  Ml;  Accident  Facta,  issued  by  the  Natkxial  Safety  Council.  Chnago.  IL; 
and  Transportation  In  America,  issued  by  the  Transportatk)n  Policy  Associates,  Washington,  DC. 

UriMn  and  rural  highway  mileage.— Beginning  1980.  mileage  is  classified  in  urt)an  and  rural 
categories,  rather  than  municipal  and  rural.  Urban  derK>tes  the  Federal-akj  legislatton  definitk)n  of 
an  area.  Such  areas  inckjde,  as  a  minimum,  a  census  place  with  a  populatx>n  of  5,000  to  49.999  or 
a  designated  urtMnized  area  with  a  popuiatkm  of  50.000  or  more.  These  Federal-akj  urt)an  areas 
may  extend  beyond  corporate  and  census  txxjndaries,  and  thus  are  not  necessarily  coextensive 
with  municipal  boundaries.  Rural  in  1980  refers  to  norvFederal-aM  urt)an  area  mileage.  Prior  to 
1960,  municipal  referred  to  roads  vrithin  incorporated  places,  dertsely  populated  ^4ew  EnglarxJ 
towns,  and  certain  of  the  more  popukxjs  unincorporated  areas  and  rural  to  non-munk^pal  roads. 

radaraiald  highway  ayetema.— Federal  law  provkJes  that  Federal  furxto  be  matched  in  varying 
proponk)ns  ¥rith  State  funds  for  the  costs  of  planning,  engkieering.  right-of-way  acquisitkm,  and 
oonstructkm  of  highways.  Other  costs,  such  as  maintenance  and  policing,  are  borrte  entirely  try  the 
States  and  k)cal  agencies. 

Effective  July  1,  1976.  a  uniform  road  classifk:atx)n  system  was  implemented  wtvch  shortened 
the  mileage  of  the  highway  system  and  redefined  the  tfvee  main  systems  of  Federal-akj  routes. 
The  Federal-aid  primary  s^item  is  comprised  of  a  network  of  main  roads  important  to  interstate, 
statewkle,  and  regkxial  travel.  The  system  consists  of  main  rural  roads  and  ttieir  extensk)ns  into  or 
through  urban  areas.  The  Federal-aid  secorxtery  system  consists  of  rural  roads  of  a  more  kx»l 
nature,  such  as  those  wfiich  connect  county  seats  and  the  larger  populatkm  centers  not  served  t>y 
the  primary  system.  The  Federal-akj  urt)an  system  is  k)cated  in  urt)an  places  of  5.000  or  more  per- 
sons arxJ  consists  of  maior  urt)an  roads  arxJ  streets,  except  those  on  the  primary  system. 

negulatory  bodea.— The  ICC,  created  by  the  U.S.  Congress  to  regulate  transportatkxi  in  inter- 
oommeroe,  has  Jurisdiction  over  raUroflxto,  trucking  companies,  bus  Knee,  freight  forwarders, 
cafriarSb  coal  alurrv  oioelnes.  wnA  transoortation  brokers.  The  Federal  Enerov  Reoulatorv 
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Commission  is  responsible  for  setting  rMM  and  dMrgas  for  tranapadaSan  «id  ule  of  natural  gas 
and  lor  establishing  ratea  or  chargaa  for  tranaportalfcxi. 

Motor  carrlMv.— For  1960-1073,  ctass  I  tar-Ni»  nMOr  cantsra  of  freight  wore  classified  by  the 
ICC  as  ttK>se  with  S1  miltlon  or  more  of  gnMa  anraMi  operating  rwenua;  1974-1S79,  (he  dass  I 
minimum  was  $3  million.  Effectivs  January  1. 1980  dass  I  carrlars  are  tfioaa  wHh  S5  miMon  or  more 
in  revenue.  For  1960-1968.  dass  I  motor  carrteraolpaaaor^iors  ware  dassifled  by  the  ICC  aa  those 
with  $200,000  or  more  of  gross  anrMal  operating  rsvanue;  tor  1968-1976,  as  those  wWi  revenues 
of  SI  million  or  more;  and  sirtca  1977,  as  those  wISi  S3  miHon  or  more.  Effective  January  1.  1988 
dass  I  motor  carrlera  of  paaaengars  are  those  with  $s  mWion  or  mora  in  oparattng  rovenues:  dass 
II  less  than  S5  mWion  in  operating  revenues.

This  Motion  proBOfits  statistics  on  civfl  sir  transpoitstion,  both  psssonQOf  and  cargo,  and  on 
water  transportation,  indudtoig  inland  waterways,  oceanbome  commerce,  the  merchant  marine, 
cargo  and  vessel  tonnages,  and  shipbuidhig.  Comparative  data  on  various  types  of  transportation 
carriers  are  presented  in  section  21 . 

Principal  sources  of  these  data  are  the  annual  FAA  StaMiatl  Handbook  of  Aviation  issued  tyy 
the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA);  the  annual  Waterbome  Comment  of  the  UnOad  States 
issued  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  of  the  Department  of  the  Army;  the  monthly  and  annual  issues  of 
U.S.  Watsftome  Exports  and  Genera/  Imports,  and  U.S.  Aktome  Exports  and  General  Imports,  the 
annual  Vessel  Entrances  and  Oearanoes,  and  the  monthly  Highlights  of  U.S.  Export  and  Import 
Trade,  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  In  addition,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  its  commodity 
transportation  survey  (part  of  the  census  of  transportation,  taken  every  five  years,  for  years  ending 
in  "2'*  and  "7**)  provides  data  on  the  type,  weight  and  value  of  commodtties  shipped  by  marnifac- 
turing  establishments  in  the  United  States,  by  means  of  transportation,  origin,  and  destination. 

Air  transportation  data  are  also  presented  annually  by  the  Air  Traraport  Association  of  America, 
Washington,  DC  in  Air  Transport  Facts  and  Figures.  AddHional  sources  of  data  on  water  transporta- 
tion include  A  Statistical  Analysis  of  the  World's  Merchant  Fleets,  issued  periodically  by  the  U.S. 
Maritime  Administration;  77X9  BuHetirt,  issued  monthly  tyy  the  American  Bureau  of  Shipping.  New 
York;  and  the  Annual  Summary  of  Merchant  Ships  Completed  in  the  World  and  the  Register  Book, 
published  by  Uoyd*s  Register  of  Shipping,  l.ondon.  England. 

CIvl  aviation.— Federal  promotkxi  and  regulatkHi  of  civil  aviatkxi  have  been  carried  out  tyy  the 
FAA  and  the  Civil  Aeronautk»  Board  (CAB).  The  CAB  promoted  and  regulated  the  civil  air  transpor- 
talton  industry  within  the  United  States  and  between  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries.  The 
Board  granted  Ik^enses  to  provkie  air  tran8portatx)n  service,  approved  or  dteapproved  proposed 
rates  and  fares,  and  approved  or  disapproved  proposed  agreements  and  corporate  reiatk>r)ship8 
involving  air  carriers.  In  Decemt>er  1984,  the  CAB  ceased  to  exist  as  an  agency.  Some  of  its  func- 
tk)ns  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Transportatx)n  (DOT),  as  outlined  bek>w.  The  responsi- 
bility for  investigatkHi  of  aviatkxi  acckients  reskles  vvith  the  Natkxial  Transportatkxi  Safety  Board. 

The  Office  of  the  Secretary.  DOT  aviatkxi  activities  inckjde:  negotiatkxi  of  intematk)nai  air  trans- 
portatkxi rights,  selectkxi  of  U.S.  air  carriers  to  serve  capacity  controlled  intematkxial  markets, 
oversight  of  kitematkxial  rates  and  fares,  makitenance  of  essential  air  service  to  small  communi- 
ties, and  consumer  affairs.  DOTs  Research  and  Special  Programs  Administratkxi  (RSPA)  handles 
aviatkxi  kiformatkxi  functkxis  formerly  assigned  to  OkB. 

The  prkidpal  activities  of  the  FAA  include:  The  promotkxi  of  air  safety;  controHkig  the  use  of 
navigable  airspace;  prescrik)ing  regulatkxis  dealing  with  the  competency  of  airmen,  akworthiness  of 
aircraft  and  air  traffk:  control;  operatkxi  of  air  route  traffk:  control  centers,  airport  traffk:  control 
towers,  and  flight  servk^e  stations;  the  design,  constructkxi.  makitenance.  and  kispectkxi  of  naviga- 
tkxt  traffic  control,  and  communcatkxis  equipment  and  the  devek)pment  of  general  aviatkxi. 

The  CAB  put)lished  monthly  and  quarterly  fkiandal  and  traffic  statistical  data  for  the  certifcated 
route  air  carriers.  RSPA  continues  these  pubKcatkxis,  inckidkig  tx)th  certificated  and  norv-certifk^at- 
ed  (communter)  ak  carriers.  The  FAA  publishes  annually  data  on  the  use  of  akway  facilities;  data 
related  to  the  kx^atkxi  of  airmen,  akcraft  and  airports;  the  volume  of  activity  ki  the  fiekj  of  non-air 
carrier  (general  aviatkxi)  flying;  and  akcraft  productk)n  and  registratkxi. 

General  aviatkxi  comprises  all  civil  flying  Onckidkig  such  commercial  operatkxis  as  small  demand 
air  taxis,  agrkxilture  applk^atkxi,  poweriine  patrol,  etc.)  but  excludes  certifk:ated  route  ak  carriers, 
supplemental  operators,  large-akcraft  commercial  operators  and  commuter  akikies. 

Air  carrters  arKf  service.— The  CAB  prevkxisly  issued  "certifk^ates  of  publk;  convenience  and 
necessity"  under  Sectkxi  401  of  the  Federal  Aviatkxi  Act  of  1958  for  scheduled  and  non-scheduled 
(charter)  passenger  servk^s  and  cargo  servk:es.

Agriculture 


This  section  presents  statistics  on  fanms  and  farm  population;  land  use  and  irrigation;  farm  coop- 
eratives; farm  income,  experxitures,  and  debt;  farm  output  productivity,  and  martcetings;  foreign 
trade  in  agricultural  products;  specific  crops;  and  livestock,  poultry,  and  their  products. 

The  principal  sources  are  the  reports  issued  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  by  the  Na- 
tional Agricultural  Statistics  Service  (NASS)  and  the  Economic  Research  Service  (ERS)  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Bureau  of  the  Census  has  talcen  a  census  of  agriculture  every  10 
years  from  1840  to  1920  and  every  5  years  from  1925  through  1974.  Two  4-year  censuses,  talcen 
for  1978  and  1982,  adjusted  the  data  reference  year  to  coincide  with  the  econotvic  censuses  for 
1982.  The  1982  Census  of  Agriculture  is  the  most  recent  census  for  wfiich  reports  are  presently 
available.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  publishes  anmjally  AgricMjral  StaHstica,  a  general  refer- 
ence book  on  agricultural  productkxi.  supplies,  consumptk)n,  facilities,  costs,  and  returns.  The  Eco- 
nomic Research  Service  publishes  a  series  of  anmjal  reports.  Economic  /ndtoators  of  the  Farm 
Sector.  This  series  comprises  five  reports:  National  Financial  Summary,  State  Financial  Summary, 
RnoducUon  and  Etndency  Statistica,  Coeta  of  Production,  and  Farm  Sector  Review.  Sources  of  cur- 
rsrvt  data  on  agricultural  exports  and  imports  inckide  Foreign  Agricultural  Trade  of  the  United 
Statea,  published  by  Vne  ERS,  and  tne  reports  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  particulariy  U.S.  Gener- 
al Importa,  Schedule  A,  Commodity  by  Country,  and  US  Exports,  Schedule  B,  Commodity  by 
Country. 

The  44  fieM  offices  of  the  NASS  collect  data  on  crops,  livestock  and  products,  agricultural  prices, 
farm  empkiyment.  and  other  related  suk)|ects  mainly  through  sample  surveys.  InformatkKi  is  ob- 
tained on  some  75  crops  and  50  livestock  items  as  well  as  scores  of  items  pertaining  to  agricultural 
productton  and  marketing.  State  estimates  and  supporting  informatkKi  are  sent  to  Vne  Agricultural 
Statistics  Board  of  NASS  wtiich  reviews  the  estimates  and  issues  reports  containing  State  and  na- 
tkxial  data.  Among  these  reports  are  anrxial  summaries  such  as  Crop  Producbon,  Crop  Values,  Ag- 
ricultural Prices,  and  Livestock  Product/on,  Disposition  and  Income. 

Farnie  and  farmland.— Over  time,  Vne  Bureau  of  the  Census  has  used  varying  definitk>ns  of  a 
farm.  Data  from  the  census  of  agriculture  reflect  the  changes  in  defirMon  since  figures  are  present- 
ed for  *ianms"  as  defined  during  the  years  indtoated.  For  Vne  1974.  1978,  and  1982  Censuses  of 
Agriculture,  a  farm  was  defined  as  any  place  from  wtMch  $1,000  or  more  of  agricultural  products 
were  soW,  or  normally  wouM  have  been  sokJ  durmg  the  census  year.  Control  may  have  been  exer- 
deed  through  ownership  or  martagement,  or  through  a  lease,  rental,  or  croppir^g  arrangement  In 
the  case  of  larxkjwners  who  had  one  or  more  tenants,  or  reriters,  Vne  land  operated  by  each  was 
counted  as  a  separate  farm.  The  effect  of  the  change  in  definitk)n  must  be  oonskJered  vvhen  com- 
parirtg  farms  in  Vns  1974.  1978.  and  1982  censuses  with  those  in  prevkxis  censuses.  In  tne  1969 
census,  as  well  as  the  1959  arxJ  1964  censuses,  places  of  less  than  10  acres  were  counted  as 
farms  if  estimated  sales  of  agricultural  products  for  the  year  amounted  to  at  least  $250,  arxJ  places 
of  10  or  more  acres  if  such  sales  amounted  to  at  least  $50. 

Unless  otherwise  stated  in  the  specifk:  tat)les  of  this  8ectk>n.  tne  deflnitk)n  of  a  farm  applk:at>le  to 
data  originated  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  the  one  used  by  Vne  Bureau  of  the  Census  for 
the  agrk:ulture  census  immediately  preceding  the  year  or  years  for  which  the  data  are  shown. 

Farmland  refers  to  all  land  under  the  control  of  a  farm  operator,  inckxflng  land  not  actually  under 
cuNivatkKi  or  not  used  for  pasture  or  grazirtg.  Land  used  for  pasture  or  grazirtg  on  a  per  head  basis 
that  was  neither  owned  nor  leased  by  a  farm  operator  is  not  inckjded  except  for  grazing  lands  con- 
troNed  by  grazing  assoctatkxw  leased  on  a  per  acre  basis. 

Coverage  estimates  for  1978  and  1982  indicate  about  3.4  and  9.1  percent  of  all  farms,  respec- 
tively, were  not  included  in  census  totals.  Farms  undercounted  in  the  census  were  usually  small 
and  accounted  for  approximately  2  percent  of  the  total  value  of  agricultural  products  sokl  and  ap- 
proximately 2  percent  of  the  land  in  farms.  For  more  explarurtk)n  auout  data  comparability,  see  Ap- 
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pendbces  A  and  C.  1902  Census  of  AQrioultun,  volume  1  reports  and  Coyenge  Evaiuattoa  Volume 
2,  Part  2. 

Fenn  population.— Farm  population  consists  of  all  persons  living  on  famis  in  rural  areas.  Farm 
population  data  shown  for  1960  to  1975  are  t>aaed  on  the  definition  of  a  farm  used  for  the  1989 
Census  of  Agriculture.  Farm  population  data  for  1978  to  1983  are  shown  on  tha  basis  of  both  the 
1969  and  1974  census  farm  definitions  and  are  so  indtoated.  Beginning  in  1984.  farm  population 
data  are  based  only  on  tf)e  1974  census  farm  definition. 

Farm  Inoome.— Gross  farm  income  comprises  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  crops  and 
livestock.  Federal  government  payments  made  directly  to  farmers  for  farm-related  activities,  rental 
vahje  of  farm  homes,  vakie  of  farm  products  consumed  in  farm  homes,  and  other  farm-related 
income  such  as  machine  hire  and  custom  work.  Farm  marketings  represent  agricultural  products 
sokJ  by  farmers  multiplied  by  prk^es  received  per  unit  of  productk)n  at  the  tocal  market 

Informatkm  on  prk^  received  for  farm  products  is  generally  obtained  by  the  MASS  Agricultural 
Statistics  Board  from  surveys  of  firms  (such  as  grain  elevators,  packers,  and  processors)  purchas- 
ing agricultural  commodities  directly  from  producers.  In  some  cases,  the  price  informatk>n  is  ob- 
tained directly  from  the  producers. 

Crope.— Estimates  of  crop  acreage  and  production  by  the  MASS  are  baaed  on  current  sample 
survey  data  obtained  from  indMdual  producers  and  objective  yiekj  counts,  reports  of  cartot  ship- 
ments, market  records,  personal  fieM  observatk)ns  by  fieM  statisticians,  and  reports  from  other 
sources.  Cotton  acreage  and  produclkxi  are  t>aaed  on  sample  survey  data  and  on  girming  informa- 
tkxi  gathered  by  tf)e  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

Prices  received  by  farmers  are  marketing  year  averages.  These  averages  are  based  on  U.S. 
monthly  prices  weighted  by  montfily  marketirigs  during  specific  periods.  U.S.  monthly  prices  are 
State  average  prices  weighted  by  marketirHia  during  the  month.  Marketing  year  average  prices  do 
not  kKkide  altowances  for  outstaixing  kMns,  government  purchases,  deficiency  payments  or  disas- 
ter payments. 

All  State  prices  are  based  on  indMdual  State  marketing  years,  vvhile  U.S.  mariceting  year  aver- 
ages are  based  on  standard  marketing  years  for  each  crop.  For  a  listing  of  the  crop  marketing 
years  and  tf)e  participating  States  in  tha  monthly  program,  see  Crop  Values,  «lanuary  1988.  Vakie  of 
productk)n  is  computed  by  multiplying  State  prices  by  each  Stale's  productkxi.  The  U.S.  vakie  of 
productkxi  is  the  sum  of  Stale  values  for  all  States.  Vakie  of  productkxi  figures  shown  in  tables 
1121  and  1124-1132  shoukj  not  be  confused  with  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  which  relate 
to  sales  during  a  calendar  year,  irreapective  of  the  year  of  productkxi. 

Price  supports.— Agricultural  income  is  supplemented  through  two  basic  Qovemment-support 
mechanisms  available  to  producers  of  eNgi)le  commodities:  (1)  a  market  price  support  Ooan  rate) 
through  which  producers  nriay  place  any  portk>n  of  their  productk)n  in  approved  storage  a^ 
a  kmn  at  a  specified  rate.  The  farmer  may  repay  the  kmn  with  interest  and  retain  the  commodKy  or, 
at  tf)e  end  of  Vns  kmn  perkxJ.  forfeit  the  commcxfity  as  fuH  payment  of  the  kmn;  (2)  a  farm  income 
support  (target  price)  wtK>se  payments  vary  inversely  with  the  market  price  of  the  specified  com- 
modity. "Defk:iency  payments"  are  made  vvhen  market  prices  for  a  specified  period  are  bek)w  the 
target  prices.  The  payrnent  rate  is  the  dtfference  between  the  target  price  and  market  price,  or  be- 
tween tf)e  target  price  and  kmn  rate,  wfiichever  is  smaller. 

Uveetock.— Annual  inventory  numbers  of  livestock  and  estimates  of  livestock,  dairy,  and  poultry 
productkxi  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  based  on  informatk)n  from  farmers  and 
ranchers  obtained  by  prokMbUity  survey  sampling  methods.

This  section  presents  data  on  the  area,  ownership,  and  timber  resource  of  commercial  timber- 
land;  forestry  statistics  covering  the  National  Forests  and  Forest  Service  cooperative  programs; 
product  data  for  lumber,  pulpwood.  woodpulp.  paper  and  paperboard.  and  similar  data.  In  addition, 
data  are  presented  on  commercial  fisNng  and  the  fish  processing  industry. 

The  principal  sources  of  data  relating  to  forests  and  forest  products  are:  An  Analysis  of  the 
Timber  Situation  in  the  United  States,  1952-2030,  Appendix  3;  U.S.  Timber  Production,  Trade,  Corh 
sumption,  arni  Price  Statistics,  1950-87;  ar)d  Ijind  Areas  of  the  NaUonal  Forest  System,  issued  arv 
mjally  t)y  the  Forest  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  Agricuttural  Statistics  issued  t)y  the 
Department  of  Agriculture;  and  reports  of  the  census  of  manufactures  (taken  every  five  years)  and 
the  anrujal  Current  /ndustriai  Reports,  issued  t)y  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  Additional  information  is 
put)lished  in  the  monthly  Survey  of  Current  Business  of  the  Bureau  of  EcorK>mic  Analysis;  and  the 
annual  Wood  Pulp  arni  Fiber  Statistics  and  TTie  Statistics  of  Paper.  Paperboard,  and  Wood  f\f/p  of 
the  American  Paper  Institute.  New  York,  NY. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  also  collects  data  on  foreign  trade  of  forest  products.  The  Bureau  of 
l.abor  Statistics  publishes  monthly  and  annual  statistics  of  producer  prices  for  lumber. 

The  completeness  and  reliakMlity  of  statistk»  on  forests  and  forest  products  vary  conskierably. 
The  data  for  forest  land  area  and  stand  volumes  are  much  more  reliable  for  areas  whk:h  have  t)een 
recently  surveyed  than  for  those  for  whk:h  only  estimates  are  availat)le.  In  general,  more  data  are 
available  for  lumber  and  other  manufactured  products  such  as  veneer  and  plywood,  etc..  than  for 
the  primary  forest  products  such  as  poles  and  piling  and  fuelwood. 

The  principal  sources  of  data  relating  to  fisheries  are  Fishery  Statistics  of  ttw  United  States,  and 
Fisheries  of  ttre  United  States,  both  issued  annually  t)y  the  National  Marine  Fisheries  Servk» 
(NMFS).  Natk>nai  Oceank:  and  Atmospheric  Administratk>n  (NOAA). 

The  NMFS  collects  and  disseminates  data  on  commercial  larKJings  of  fish  and  shellfish,  freezings 
and  holdings  of  fishery  products,  fish  meal  and  oil  productk)n.  and  foreign  trade  in  fishery  products. 
Quarterly  data  are  published  on  U.S.  output  of  fish  stk^ks.  fish  portk)ns.  and  txeaded  shrimp.  Annual 
reports  include  quantity  and  value  of  commercial  landings  of  fish  and  shellfish  (t)y  species.  regk>n. 
State,  and  type  of  fishing  gear).  dispositk>n  of  larKJings.  number  of  fishermen,  and  numt>er  and 
kirKJs  of  fishing  vessels  and  fishing  gear.  Reports  for  the  fish-processing  irxJustry  include  annual 
output  of  canned,  packaged,  and  irKJustrial  products  and.  for  the  wtK>lesaling  and  fish  processing 
establishments,  anrujal  and  seasonal  empk>yment.  and  number  of  firms.  t)y  product  and  State. 

The  Magnuson  Fishery  Conservatk>n  and  Management  Act  of  1976  (Magnuson  Act).  Publk:  Law 
94-265  as  amended,  provktos  for  the  conservatk>n  and  management  of  all  fishery  resources  within 
the  U.S.  Exclusive  Ecorx>mk:  Zone  (EEZ),  except  highly  migratory  species  of  tuna,  and  gives  the 
Federal  Government  exclusive  auttx)rity  over  domestic  and  foreign  fisheries  witNn  200  nautk^l 
miles  of  U.S.  shores  and  over  certain  living  marine  resources  beyorxj  the  EEZ.  Within  the  EEZ.  the 
total  allowat>le  level  of  foreign  fishing,  if  any.  is  that  portk>n  of  the  "optimum  yiekj"  not  harvested  t)y 
U.S.  vessels.  Adjustments  in  the  "optimum  yieM"  level  may  occur  periodk^ally.  For  details,  see  Fish- 
eries of  ttw  United  States,  1986.  The  NMFS  collects  and  disseminates  data  on  catches  t)y  foreign 
fishing  vessels  in  the  EEZ.

This  section  presents  data  relating  to  mineral  industries  and  their  products,  general  summary 
measures  of  production  and  employment,  and  more  detailed  data  on  production,  prices,  imports 
and  exports,  consumption,  and  distritxjtion  for  specific  industries  and  products.  Data  on  mteiing  and 
mineral  products  may  also  t>e  fourKt  in  sections  27  and  31  of  this  Abstract;  data  on  mining  employ- 
ment may  t>e  found  in  section  13. 

**Mining"  comprises  the  extraction  of  minerals  occurring  naturally  (coal,  ores,  crude  petroleum. 
natural  gas)  and  quarrying,  well  operation,  milling,  refining  and  processing  and  other  preparation 
customarily  done  at  the  mine  or  well  site  or  as  a  part  of  extraction  activity.  (Mineral  preparation 
planils  an  usually  operated  together  with  mines  or  quarries.)  Exploration  for  minerals  is  irKhided  as 
is  the  development  of  mineral  properties. 

The  principal  governmental  sources  of  these  data  are  the  three-volume  Minerals  Ysartxx)K  put>- 
iahed  by  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  various  monthly  and  aivHial  put>lica- 
llons  of  the  Energy  Information  Administration.  Department  of  Energy.  See  text  section  19  for  list 
of  Oepanment  of  Energy  put>lications.  In  addition,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  corxlucts  a  census  of 
nraneral  industries  every  5  years.  Norv-govemment  sources  include  the  Annua/  Statistical  Report  of 
the  American  Iron  and  Steel  Institute,  Washington.  DC;  Metals  Weel(  and  the  monthly  Engirieering 
mnd  MMng  JourrmI,  issued  kyy  the  McGraw-Hill  Put>lishing  Co.,  New  York,  NY;  The  Iron  Age,  issued 
weekly  kyy  the  Chilton  Co..  Philadelphia,  PA;  and  the  Joint  Association  Survey  of  the  U.S.  Oil  and 
Gm  IntiMiy,  conducted  jointly  Ijy  the  American  Petroleum  Institute.  Independent  Petroleum  Asso- 
dadon  of  America,  and  Mid-Continent  Oil  and  Gas  Association. 

Mineral  statistics,  with  principal  emphasis  on  commodity  detail,  have  t>een  collected  kyy  the  Geo- 
logical Survey  or  Ijy  the  Bureau  of  Mines  since  1880.  Current  data  in  Bureau  of  Mines  put>lications 
include  quantity  and  value  of  nonfuel  minerals  produced,  sold  or  used  Ijy  producers,  or  sfiipped; 
quantity  of  minerals  stocked;  crude  materials  treated  and  prepared  minerals  recovered;  and  con- 
sumption of  mifMral  raw  materials.  The  U.S.  Mirte  Safety  and  Health  Administratk)n  also  collects 
and  pubishes  data  on  workhours.  emptoyment  acckients.  and  injuries  in  the  mineral  industries, 
except  petroleum  and  natural  gas.  In  Octok)er  1977.  mineral  fuel  data  coUectkKi  activities  of  the 
Bureau  of  Mines  ¥vere  transferred  to  the  Energy  lnformatk)n  Administratk>n. 

Censuses  of  mirMral  industries  have  been  corxjucted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Cotysus  at  various 
intervals  since  1840.  Beginning  with  the  1967  census,  legislatkK)  provkJes  for  a  census  to  be  con- 
ducted every  fifth  year  for  years  ending  in  "2**  and  "7."  The  censuses  provkle,  for  the  various  types 
of  mifMral  establishments,  informatk>n  on  operating  costs,  capital  experniitures,  labor,  equipment. 
and  energy  requirements  in  relatk)n  to  tfteir  value  of  shipments  and  otfier  receipts.  Commcxfity  sta- 
tistics on  many  manufactured  mineral  products  are  also  collected  by  the  Bureau  at  monthly,  quar- 
terly, or  annual  intervals  and  issued  in  its  Current  Industrial  Reports  series. 

In  general,  figures  shown  in  ttw  indivkJual  commodity  tables  include  data  for  outlying  areas,  and 
may  tlierefore  not  agree  with  summary  table  1177.  Except  for  crude  petroleum  and  refined  prod- 
ucts, the  export  and  import  figures  inckide  foreign  trade  passing  through  the  customs  districts  of 
Urrited  States  and  Puerto  Rico,  txjt  exclude  shipments  betvireen  U.S.  territories  and  the  customs 
owncis.

Data  on  mortgages  insured  by  the  Federal  Housing  Admin- 
istratiDn  (FHA)  ar*d  on  VA-guaranteed  loara  are  also  presented  In  this  section.  The  Energy  Informa- 
tion Administration  provides  data  on  commorciai  buiuings  through  its  periodic  sample  surveys. 

Cenauees  and  aurveya.— Censuses  of  the  consfrucUon  nviuslry  were  first  conAtcted  by  the 
Buraau  of  tha  Census  (or  1929. 1S3S.  and  1B3&;  beginning  in  1967.  a  censua  haa  been  taken  every 
five  years  (for  years  ending  In  "2"  and  "7").  The  latest  reports  are  for  1962. 

The  1982  Census  of  Construclioo  industries.  In  accordance  wtth  ttw  1972  Standard  Industrial 
Ctaaa^caSor)  Manual  (sea  taxi,  section  13).  defines  a  construdton  estsMshment  as  a  relatively 
permarwnt  place  of  businass  where  the  usual  txjsineas  actlvttleg  related  to  construction  are  con- 
ducted. 

From  1850  through  1930,  Ihe  Bureau  ot  the  Census  collected  some  housing  data  as  port  of  its 
censuses  of  population  and  agricuRura.  Beginning  in  1S4D.  separate  cansusea  of  housinB  have 
been  taken  at  lO-year  intervala.  For  the  1970  and  1960  cerauses.  data  on  yeer-round  housing  units 
tvara  collected  and  issued  on  occupancy  and  structural  cfuuactortstics,  plurrUng  tadNties,  value. 

Evaluation  studies  of  the  1950,  1960,  1970,  and  1980  censusea  estimated  the  underenumerabon 
of  occupied  housing  units  at  2.9  percent.  2.4  percent.  1.7  percent,  and  1.5  percent  respectively. 
The  mimed  rate  in  tB60  for  all  houaing  units  was  2.8  percent  or  approximately  2.3  million  units.  1 
mlMon  of  vfhich  were  vacant  housing  units. 
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The  American  Housing  Survey  {CurrBot  Housing  Reports,  series  H-150  and  H-170).  vvhich  began 
in  1973,  provided  an  annual  and  ongoing  series  of  data  on  selected  housing  and  demographic 
characteristics  until  1983.  In  1984  the  name  of  the  survey  vvas  changed  from  the  Annual  Housir^g 
Survey.  It  is  currently  t>ased  on  a  biennial  national  sample  and  on  11  annual  MSA  samples.  All 
samples  represent  a  cross  section  of  the  housing  stock  in  their  respective  areas.  Estimates  are 
subject  to  tx)th  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors;  caution  should  therefore,  be  used  in  makirig  conrv 
parisons  with  1970  and  1980  census  data. 

Data  on  reskientiai  mortgages  were  collected  continuously  from  1890  to  1970,  except  1930,  as 
part  of  the  decennial  census  t>y  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  Since  1973,  mortgage  status  data, 
which  are  limited  to  sirtgle  family  homes  on  less  than  ten  acres  with  no  business  on  the  property, 
have  t)een  presented  in  the  American  Housing  Survey. 

Housing  units.— In  general,  a  housing  unit  is  a  group  of  rooms  or  a  single  room  occupied  or 
intended  for  occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters:  that  is,  the  occupants  do  not  live  and  eat  with 
any  other  persons  in  the  structure,  and  there  is  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the  outskJe  or  through 
a  comrTK>n  hail,  or  (2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants.  Transient 
accommodatk>ns.  barracks  for  workers,  and  institutk)nal-type  quarters  are  not  counted  as  housing 
units.

Manufactures 


This  section  presents  summary  data  for  manufacturing  as  a  whole  and  more  detailed  information 
for  malor  industry  groups  and  selected  specific  products.  The  types  of  measures  shown  at  tl>e  dif- 
ferent levels  include  data  for  establishments;  employment  and  wages;  raw  materials,  fuels,  and 
electricity  consumed;  plant  and  equipment  experKiitures;  value  and  quantity  of  production  and  ship- 
ments; value  added  kyy  manufacture;  inventories;  and  various  indicators  of  firwncial  status. 

The  principal  sources  of  these  data  are  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  of  the  censuses  of  manu- 
factures conducted  every  five  years;  the  Annual  Sun/ey  of  Manufacturea;  and  the  Current  Industrial 
Reports  series,  which  presents  monthly,  quarterly,  or  annual  data  on  production,  shipments,  and 
stocks  for  particular  commodities.  Irxiexes  of  industrial  production  are  presented  monthly  in  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board's  Federal  Reserve  BuKetki  Reports  on  current  activities  of  industries,  or 
current  movements  of  individual  commodtties,  are  compiled  kyy  such  government  agencies  as  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics;  the  Economic  Research  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  tt>e 
International  Trade  Administration;  and  kyy  private  research  or  trade  associations  such  as  The  Con- 
ference Board,  Inc.,  New  York,  and  the  American  Iron  and  Steel  Institute,  Washington,  DC. 

Data  on  finandat  aspects  of  manufacturing  industries  are  collected  by  tt>e  Bureau  of  Economic 
Analysis  (BEA)  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  Industry  aggregates  in  the  form  of  balance  sheets, 
profit  and  loss  statements,  arwiyses  of  sales  and  expenses,  Hsts  of  subsidMes,  and  types  and 
amounts  of  security  issues  are  published  for  leadkig  manuf  actijring  corporations  registered  with  the 
SEC.  The  BEA  issues  data  on  capital  in  manufacturing  industries  and  capacity  utilization  rates  in 
manufacturing.  See  also  section  17,  Business  Enterprise,  in  this  edition. 

Cenauaes  and  annual  sunreys.— The  first  census  of  manufactures  covered  the  year  1809.  Be- 
tween 1809  and  1963.  a  census  was  conducted  at  periodic  intervals.  Since  1967  it  has  been  taken 
every  5  years  (for  years  ending  in  "2**  and  **7").  Census  data,  either  direct  reports  or  estimates 
from  administrative  records,  are  obtained  for  every  marHifacturing  plant  with  one  empk>yee  or  more. 

The  Annual  Survey  of  MarHjfactures,  corKkided  for  the  first  time  in  1949,  ooWocts  data  for  the 
years  between  censuses  for  the  more  general  measures  of  manufacturing  activity  covered  in  detail 
kyy  the  censuses.  The  annual  survey  data  are  estimates  derived  from  a  sdenttflcally  selected 
sample  of  establishments.  The  1986  annual  survey  is  tMsed  on  a  sample  of  atXNJt  56,000  establish- 
ments of  an  approximate  total  of  350.000.  It  comprises  all  large  plants,  which  account  for  approxi- 
mately two-thirds  of  total  U.S.  manufacturing  empk>yment  arxJ  a  representative  selection  of  small 
plants.  Government-owned  arxJ  -operated  establishments  are  exckided. 

The  basic  statistical  measures  of  manufacturing  activity,  such  as  emptoyment  payrolls,  vakie 
added,  etc.,  are  defined  in  essentially  the  same  way  for  t>oth  the  annual  surveys  and  the  census  of 
manufactures.  However,  the  t)ase8  for  computing  average  empk>yment  vary  for  deferent  years.  For 
example,  t)egirwiing  with  1949.  average  empk>yment  was  calculated  from  the  figures  reported  for 
the  pay  periods  ending  nearest  the  15th  of  March.  May.  August  and  November,  wtiereas  for  1947 
such  averages  were  tMsed  on  12  monthly  employment  figures.  In  1967.  the  average  empk>yn)ent 
catoulation  was  revised  to  the  pay  periods  which  incHxle  tt>e  12th  of  March.  May.  August,  and  No- 
vemt)er  to  provkie  data  more  comparat)le  with  other  statistical  series. 

Fstahishments  and  daaalfleatlon.— The  censuses  of  manufactures  for  1947  tivough  1982 
cover  operating  marHifacturing  estak)lishments  as  defined  in  tt>e  Standard  Industrial  Clarification 
Manual  (SIQ,  issued  by  tiie  U.S.  Offk^e  of  Management  and  Budget  (see  text,  section  13).  The 
Manual  is  also  used  for  classifying  establishments  in  the  anrnjal  surveys.  The  comparability  of  man- 
ufactures data  over  time  is  affected  t>y  changes  in  the  official  definitions  of  industiles  as  presented 
in  the  Manual.  It  is  important  to  note  therefore,  that  the  1972  edition  of  the  Manual  was  used  for 
the  1972  census;  and  the  1972  edition  of  the  Manual  and  the  1977  Supplement  was  used  for  the 
1977  and  1982  censuses  while  the  1967  Manual  was  used  for  the  1967  census.  For  tt>e  censuses 
from  1947  to  1963.  reports  were  required  from  all  estak)lishments  empk>ying  one  or  more  persons 
at  any  time  during  the  census  year.  Beginning  with  the  1967  census,  an  effort  was  made  to  relieve 
the  very  smaH  e8tak)lishments  from  tt>e  necessity  of  filing  a  census  report  Approximately  130.000 
smaN  single-unit  manufacturingfyms  klentified  as  having  less  ttian  20  empk>yees  (cutoff  varied  by 
industry)  benefited  from  this  procedure.  Data  for  these  single  unit  companies  were  estimated  on  tiie 
basis  of  oovemment  admlnMratfve  f#cofrfs  and  industrv  aweranes  Each  of  ttie  aslablishiiienti  tab* 
ulalad  was  dassHied  in  one  of  tiie  approMknataly  450  manufacturing  Muslrlas  as  defined  by  tiie 
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S/C  Manual  in  1972.  1977,  and  1082.  The  Manual  defines  an  industry  as  a  number  of  establish- 
ments producing  a  single  product  or  a  doeely  related  group  of  products.  In  the  main,  an  establish- 
ment is  classified  in  a  particular  Industry  if  its  production  of  a  pixxJuct  or  product  group  exceeds  in 
value  added  its  production  of  any  other  product  group.  While  some  establishments  produce  only 
the  products  of  the  industry  in  which  they  are  classified,  few  within  an  industry  spedaKze  to  that 
extent  The  statistics  on  employment,  payrolls,  value  added,  inventories,  and  expendKures.  there- 
fore, reflect  both  the  primary  and  secoridary  activities  of  the  establishments  in  that  industry.  For  this 
reason  care  should  be  exercised  in  relating  such  statistics  to  the  total  shipments  figures  of  products 
primary  to  the  irxJustry. 

The  censuses  for  1947  through  1982  were  conducted  on  an  establishment  tMsis.  The  term  *'es- 
tablishmenf  *  signifies  a  single  physical  plant  site  or  factory.  It  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  ttie 
business  unit  or  company,  wtiich  may  consist  of  one  or  more  e8tak)lishments.  A  company  operating 
establishments  at  more  ttian  one  looMion  is  required  to  submit  a  separate  report  for  each  location. 
An  estak>lishment  engaged  in  dtetinctly  dtfferent  Nnes  of  activity  and  maintaining  separate  payroN 
and  inventory  records  is  also  required  to  submit  separate  reports. 

Statlatlcal  reliability.— For  a  discussion  of  statistical  collection  and  eetimation,  sampling  proce- 
dures and  measures  of  statistical  raliablllt/appliOBble  to  Census  Bureau  data,  see  Appendbc  III.

Statistics  from  the  Bureau's  monthly  wtK)lesale  trade  survey  include  national  estimates  of  mer- 
chant wholesalers'  sales,  inventories,  and  stock-sales  ratk>s  t>y  major  summary  groupe— durable 
and  nondurable— and  selected  kinds  of  businesses.  Merchant  vvtiolesalers  are  these  wholesalers 
who  take  title  to  the  goods  they  sell  (e.g..  Jobbers^  exporters,  importers,  major  dtolributors).  These 
data,  based  on  reports  submitted  by  a  sample  of  firms,  appear  in  ttie  Month/y  Whohea/e  Trade 
Report  Annual  figures  on  sales,  sales-inventory  ratk)s,  and  yearend  inventories  appear  in  the 
Annua/  Whoteaalo  Trade  Report 

The  Service  Annual  Sun/ey  provkles  annual  estimates  of  receipts  for  selected  service  establish- 
ments for  ttie  United  States  as  a  wtK>le. 

For  ttie  current  sample  survey  programs,  retail  trade  coverage  is  ttie  same  as  for  ttie  census; 
wholesale  trade  coverage  is  limited  to  merchant  wvholesalers;  and  selected  services  coverage  is 
less  inclusive  ttian  ttie  census. 

Estimates  otitained  from  annual  and  monthly  surveys  are  based  on  sample  data  and  are  not  ex- 
pected to  agree  exactly  with  results  that  woukJ  be  obtained  from  a  complete  census  of  all  estab- 
lishments. Data  inchxie  estimates  for  establishments  not  reportkig.

This  volue,  os  defined,  excludes  the  coot  of  loodkig  merchondtoe  oboerd  the  exporting 
corrier  ond  olso  excludes  freight,  insuronoe.  ond  ony  other  chorges  or  tronoportation  and  other 
coots  beyond  the  U.S.  port  of  exportotion.  The  country  of  destinotion  is  defined  oo  the  country  of 
ultimote  destinotion  or  country  wfwre  the  merchondtoe  is  to  be  consumed,  further  proceosed.  or 
monufoctured.  os  known  to  the  shipper  at  the  time  of  exportotion.  When  ultimate  destination  is  not 
known,  the  shipment  is  stotisticolly  credited  to  the  lost  country  to  which  the  shipper  knows  the  mer- 
chondise  will  be  shipped  In  the  same  form  as  exported. 

For  certain  k>w-vaKied  shipments,  the  export  statl8tk»  since  July  1963  include  eotimotes  booed 
upon  selected  somples  of  such  shipments  with  k)wer  and  upper  vohie  limits  of  the  sompled  ship- 
ments varying  (Otfiada  excepted)  from  $100-$499  for  July  1953-September  1969.  $251-$499  for 
October  1989-Februory  1979.  ond  $601-9999.  for  Morch  1979-June  1961.  For  July  1981-Deoember 
1984.  the  stotistk^s  for  countries  other  then  Otfiodo  reflect  fully  compiled  data  for  ohipments  vokjed 
over  $500.  For  Canada,  the  upper  vakie  Hmit  was  $1,999  during  the  period  January  1963-December 
1984,  and  k)wer  value  limits  were  raised  to  $251  and  $501  in  October  1969  and  March  1979.  re- 
spectively. Begirmirtg  1985.  data  for  k>w-vakied  exports  to  all  countries  are  estimated  using  factors 
based  on  the  ratios  of  low-vakied  shipments  to  IndivkKial  country  totals.  From  January.  1985 
tivough  December  1986.  data  are  estimated  for  all  shipments  vahied  under  $1,001.  Effective  Janu- 
ary 1987.  data  are  estimated  for  shipments  valued  under  $1,501.  Shipments  vahied  under  $1,501 
represent  slightiy  less  then  2.5  percent  of  tiie  total  vakie  of  exports. 

Beginning  January  1978,  tiie  Export  Ctassifteation  Schedule  was  based  upon  Schedule  E,  Stand- 
ard Interruitionai  Trade  Classification,  Revisk>n  2.  This  revisk>n  affects  the  comparability  of  some 
export  statistics. 

Importo.— The  Bureau  of  the  Census  compiles  import  data  from  various  customs  forms  required 
to  be  filed  with  customs  offteials.  From  1974-1981.  data  on  import  vakies  were  presented  on  ttvee 
bases:  The  transaction  vakies  f.a.s.  (free  ak)ngskle  ship)  at  ti)e  foreign  port  of  export  the  c.i.f. 
(cost  insurance,  and  freight),  ond  tiie  prevkxisly  reported  customs  import  vakie  (as  appraised  by 
tiie  U.S.  Customs  Servtee  in  accordance  witti  legal  requirements  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1930.  as 
amended).  This  latter  valuation,  primarily  used  for  collection  of  import  duties,  frequently  dM  not  re- 
flect the  actual  transaction  value.  Beginning  1982.  import  data  are  based  on  customs  vakies,  i.e., 
tiie  price  pakj  by  tiie  buyer  to  tiie  seller  in  accordance  witti  tiie  1979  Trade  Agreement  Act  amend-

This  section  presents  statistics  for  the  world  as  a  wtiole  and  tor  many  countries  on  a  comparative 
basis  with  the  United  States.  Selected  data  are  shown  for  area  and  population,  kwths  and  deaths, 
social  and  industrial  indicators,  finances,  agriculture,  communication,  and  military  affairs. 

Statistics  of  the  irKJividual  nations  may  be  found  primarily  in  official  national  publications,  general- 
ly in  the  form  of  yeart>ooks,  issued  kyy  most  of  tfie  nations  at  various  intervals  in  their  own  national 
languages,  expressed  in  their  own  or  customary  units  of  measure.  (For  a  listing  of  selected  publica- 
tions, see  Guide  to  Sources.)  For  handier  reference,  especially  for  International  comparisons,  the 
Statistical  Office  of  tfie  United  Nations  compiles  data  as  sUxnitted  by  member  countries  and  issues 
a  rujmt)er  of  international  summary  publications,  generally  in  English  arKJ  French.  Among  these  are 
the  Statistical  Yaartxx)k;  the  Demographic  Yearbook;  the  Yearboolf  of  Interrmtional  Trade  Statistics; 
the  Yeartxx)k  of  Natiormi  Accounts  Statistics:  Vol.  11,  InterrmtiormI  Tabies;  Population  and  Vital  Sta- 
tistics Reports  (quarterly);  the  Monthly  BuUetin  of  Statistics;  and  Energy  Statistics  Yearbook.  Spe- 
cialized agencies  of  the  United  Nations  also  issue  international  summary  pubficatiorts  on  agricultur- 
al, lak)or,  health,  and  education  statistics.  Among  these  are  the  Productkyn  Yeart)ook  and  Trade 
Yearbook  issued  by  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization,  the  Yeartxx)k  of  Labour  StatistKs 
issued  by  the  International  Labour  Office,  WorM  Health  Statistk:s  issued  by  the  World  Health  Orga- 
nization, and  the  Statistical  Yeartx)ok  issued  by  the  Educational,  Scientific  and  Cultural  Organiza- 
tion. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census,  in  Country  Demographic  ProfUes,  series  ISP-30,  presents  data  on  indi- 
vidual countries  fbr  t>oth  a  recent  census  year  and  the  current  period;  and  in  the  Wortd  Population 
Profile  series,  estimates  of  basic  detnograf^hic  measures  for  countries  and  regions  of  the  vvortd.  The 
Intematkxml  Populatkxi  StatistKs  Reports,  series  P-90  arKJ  P-91,  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  also  present  population  figures  fbr  many  foreign  countries.  Detailed  population  statistics 
are  also  available  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Census'  computerized  data  system,  the  International  Data 


The  U.S.  Arms  Control  and  Disarmanrtent  AgerKiy  and  the  International  Monetary  Fund  (IMF)  also 
compile  data  on  international  statistics.  In  its  l/VorM  Military  Expenditures  and  Arms  Transfers,  pub- 
lished annually,  the  Arms  Control  stkI  Disarmanrtent  Agency  presents  data  on  various  ecooomc  irv 
dicators,  as  well  as  basic  military  data.  Among  the  topics  presented  have  t)een  military  expendi- 
tures, gross  national  product,  imports  and  exports,  stkI  armed  forces,  by  region  and/or  country.  The 
IMF  publishes  a  series  of  reports  relating  to  financial  data.  These  irtdude  lrftematk)nal  Hnartcial 
Statistk:s,  Direction  of  Trade,  and  Balance  of  Payments  Yearbook,  pubNshed  in  English.  French. 
arKJ  Spanish. 

Statietlcal  coverage,  ooimtry  namee,  and  daaalflcatlona.— Problems  of  space  and  availability 
of  data  limit  the  rujmt)er  of  countries  stkI  tfie  extent  of  statistical  coverage  shown.  The  list  of  coun- 
tries included  is  based  almost  entirely  on  a  list  of  sovereign  nations,  dependencies.  stkI  areas  of 
special  sovereignty  pubKshed  by  the  U.S.  Depvtment  of  State  in  Status  of  the  Wortd's  Nattons 
Country  names  are  shown  here  as  specified  in  that  publication.  In  the  few  cases  where  a  lack  of 
comparability  exists  between  State  Department  and  United  Nations'  terminology,  the  State  Depart- 
ment's preferences  are  used. 

The  countries  and  regions  in  table  1402  are  classified  as  either  "more  developed"  or  "less  de- 
veloped." according  to  a  regtonal  classification  system  used  by  the  Census  Bureau  in  its  ^ortd 
Populatk>n:  1963.  The  system  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  within  regions,  levels  of  such  fac- 
tors as  industrial  development  literacy  rate,  gross  reproduction  rate,  per  capita  income,  etc.,  are 
somewhat  constant  "More  developed"  countries  comprise  Japan.  Australia,  New  Zealand,  the 
Soviet  Union,  and  those  countries  in  Northem  America  and  Europe.  All  others  are  "less  devel- 
oped**. 

The  population  estimates  arKJ  pro|ections  used  in  tat)le8  1402-1405  were  prepared  by  the  Census 
Bureau.  For  each  country,  the  data  on  population,  by  age  and  sex,  fertility,  mortality,  and  intema- 
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tional  migration  were  evaluated,  and,  where  neoeasary.  a^iiated  tor  Inoonaiatendea  and  errors  in 
the  data.  In  moet  instances,  comprehensive  protections  were  made  kyy  the  component  mettiod,  re- 
sulting in  dtolrllxjtions  of  the  population  kyy  age  and  sex.  and  requiring  an  asseaamont  of  probable 
future  trends  of  fertility,  mortality,  aiKl  lnlematk)nal  rnlgrartion. 

EcoiKNnIc  assodatlona.— The  Organization  for  European  Economic  Co-operation  (OEEC).  a  re- 
gional grouping  of  Western  European  countries  eslabHshed  in  1948  fbr  the  purpoee  of  harmonizing 
national  economic  policies  and  conditions,  was  succeeded  on  September  30, 1961,  by  the  Organi- 
zation fbr  Economic  Cooperation  and  Development  (OECO).  The  member  nations  of  the  OECD  are 
Australia,  Austria,  Belgium,  Canada,  Denmark,  Finland,  France,  Greece,  Iceland,  Ireland,  Italy, 
Japan,  Luxembourg,  the  ^4ethertands.

(2)  The  bases,  methods  of  estimating,  methods  of  data  coHectioa  extent  of  coverage,  preci- 
sion of  definitioa  scope  of  territory,  and  margins  of  error  may  vary  for  different  items  within  a 
particular  country,  arKi  fbr  Hke  items  for  different  countries.  Footnotes  and  headrxytes  to  the 
tables  give  a  few  of  the  major  time-period  and  coverage  qualifications  attached  to  the  figurea;

International  comparleona  of  national  accotinta  data.~"ln  order  to  compcue  national  acoounts 
data  for  dtfferent  countries,  it  Is  necessary  to  convert  each  country's  data  into  a  common  unit  of 
currency,  usually  the  U.S.  dollar.  The  market  exchange  rates  which  are  often  used  in  converting 
natkxMU  currencies  do  not  necessarily  reflect  the  relative  purchasing  power  in  the  various  countrioa. 
For  example,  using  table  1412,  it  shouM  not  be  oonckjded  that  the  United  Kingdom's  indMdual 
standard  of  living  in  1967  was  only  64  percent  of  that  of  the  U.S.,  as  the  statlsltes  may  imply.  It  ia 
ob¥k)usly  necessary  that  the  goods  and  services  produced  in  different  countries  shouki  be  vakied 
oonsistentty  if  the  dtfferences  otiserved  are  meant  to  reflect  real  differences  in  the  vokjmes  of 
goods  and  services  produced.

The  method  used  to  present  the  data  shown  in  table  1413  is  to  construct  vokjme  measures  di- 
rectly by  revahjing  the  goods  and  services  sokJ  in  different  countries  at  a  common  set  of  inlema- 
tk)nal  prices.  By  dMding  the  ratto  of  the  gross  domestic  products  of  two  countries  expressed  in 
their  own  nattonal  currencies  by  the  correspondkig  ratk)  calculated  at  constant  intemattonal  prfoee. 
It  is  possi)le  to  derive  the  implied  purchasing  power  parity  (PPP)  between  the  two  currencies  oorv 
cemed.  PPP's  show  how  many  units  of  currency  are  needed  in  one  country  to  buy  the  aame 
amount  of  goods  and  servk:es  which  one  unit  of  currerx^y  will  buy  in  the  other  country.  Fbr  furtfwr 
inlormatkxi.  see  NatiormI  AocouMs,  Main  AggnguleB,  vokjme  I.  issued  annually  by  the  Organizatton 
fbr  Economic  Cooperatton  and  Devetopment  Paris,  France.

The  standards  provide  that  the  IMSA  Include  as  "central  countyfias)"  the  county  In  which  the  cer>- 
ni  city  is  located,  and  edjecent  counOee.  If  any,  with  at  least  50  pereent  of  their  populetlort  m  the 
urbanized  area.  Additional  "outlying  countias"  ere  included  If  they  meat  specMed  raqulramanis  ol 
commuting  to  the  central  counties  and  of  metropoHan  character  (such  as  population  denelty  and 
percent  urban).  In  New  England  the  MSA's  ore  defined  In  terms  of  citiee  and  towns  raOMr  than 
counties. 

The  1960  standards  provide  that  within  metropoHan  comptaxea  of  1  mHlon  or  more  populatiarv 
separate  component  areas  are  deflrted  If  specffled  criteria  are  met  Such  areas  are  dsalgnafd  pri- 
mary metropoWan  statistical  areas  (PMSA's);  and  any  area  containing  PMSA'a  is  designated  a  con- 
solidated  metropolitan  alaUstical  area  (CMSA).  Besides  Ihs  21  CMSA's.  there  era  17  MSA's  d  1 
million  or  more  in  1967  within  which  no  component  PMSA's  are  astobKahad.  Of  the  73  PlylSA's. 
most  were  fonnarly  SMSA's.  but  some  were  newly  established  m  1963. 

Of  the  21  CMSA's  most  were  previously  recognized  as  standard  consoHdaled  staHatlcal  areas 
(SCSA's).  but  5  were  formerly  SMSA's  within  which  PMSA's  were  newly  qualified  in  1983. 

The  standards  adopted  m  1960  were  implemented  in  two  stages.  First,  they  were  ueed  to  define 
a  group  of  38  new  areas  in  June  1981.  The  323  ShtSA's  as  of  June  30,  1981  were  reported  in  the 
1080  census  tsbulaliorts  and  publications.  Naxi  the  tmundarles  of  all  SMSA's  were  reviewed  in 
1982-63  under  the  new  standanis  after  1960  commuting  data  became  ovoMabta. 

Revised  1960  standards  for  detarmlnlrtg  central  cities  and  titles  were  Implemaffled  as  part  of  the 
1082-83  review.  The  largest  dty  in  each  MSA  is  destgnated  a  "central  city";  in  addition  there  may 
be  additional  central  dUea  H  spacMed  requirements  are  met.  The  tWe  of  each  MSA  consists  of  the 
name(B)  of  up  to  three  of  its  cental  citiee  and  the  name  of  each  State  into  which  ihe  MSA  extsnda. 
However,  a  central  city  generally  is  not  Included  In  an  MSA  title  unless  K  hsa  at  leest  one-third  ttie 
population  of  the  aree's  largest  dty.  Prior  to  1983,  virtually  all  central  cities  appeared  m  area  Htlea. 
An  MSA  may  Include  other  cities  ol  50.000  or  more  besides  Us  central  or  btle  dtles. 
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One  report  relating  to  the  new  MSA  definitions  has  been  published  as  1960  Census  of  Popu/a- 
ttofK  Supptementary  Report,  Metropotftan  SteUsHcel  Areas  (PC80-S1-18).  The  State  and  Metropolh 
tan  Area  Data  Book,  1966  presents  298  data  items  for  metropolitan  areas  from  a  wide  variety  of 
sources  (see  inside  bade  cover). 

New  England  MSA's  and  NECMA'a.— Because  MSA's  in  r4ew  England  are  defined  in  terms  of 
cities  and  towns  rather  ttian  counties,  some  statistical  data  that  are  available  only  for  counties 
cannot  be  oompMed  for  indMdual  ^4ew  England  MSA's.  Therefore,  for  Htm  England  areas,  data  are 
shown  for  both  New  England  County  Metropolitan  Areas  (NECMA's)  and  MSA's  wherever  possit)le. 
The  NECMA's  provide  a  county  version  of  the  New  England  areas,  txjt  do  not  replace  New  Eng- 
land MSA's  as  the  standard  areas.  NECMA's  are  defined  corresponding  to  the  3  CMSA's  in  New 
England  and  for  the  portion  of  the  New  York-Northern  New  Jersey-Long  Island  CMSA  in  Connecti- 
cut  There  are  no  NECMA  definitions  corresponding  to  New  England  PMSA's. 

Effect  of  ohangea  in  MSA  defMtlona.— Changes  in  the  definitions  of  MSA's  since  1949  have 
consisted  chiefly  of  (1)  the  recognition  of  new  areas  as,  for  example,  dtfes  reached  50.000  popula- 
tion; and  (2)  the  addttion  of  counties  (or  towns  In  New  Englarxl)  to  existing  MSA's  as  new  census 
data  showed  them  to  qualify.  Also,  several  formerly  separate  MSA's  have  been  merged,  and  occa- 
sionally territory  has  been  transferred  from  one  MSA  to  another  or  from  an  MSA  to  nonmetropolitan 
territory.  Comparisons  of  MSA  figures  over  time  may  be  affected  in  cases  where  the  MSA  defini- 
tions were  changed.  To  maintain  comparability,  data  for  an  earlier  period  have  been  revised  in  this 
volume  where  poasft>le.  to  reflect  the  MSA  boundlitfies  of  the  more  recent  period.  However,  this 
could  not  always  be  done;  for  data  based  on  a  sample  survey,  in  particular,  it  is  usually  not  possible 
to  revise  the  data  to  reflect  changes  in  MSA  definitions  that  occurred  after  the  survey  was  made. 

In  tables  A,  B,  and  C  that  follow,  data  are  given  for  MSA's  as  defined  for  specified  dates,  thereby 
indtoating  the  extent  of  change  in  population  and  land  area  resulting  from  revisions  in  definitions.

Introduction.— The  data  presented  in  this  Statistical  Abstract  came  from  many  sources.  Tht 
sources  include  not  only  Federal  statistical  bureaus  and  other  organizations  that  collect  and  issue 
statistics  as  their  principal  activity,  but  also  governmental  administrative  and  regulatory  agenciss. 
private  research  bodies,  trade  associations,  insurance  companies,  health  assodatiorw,  and  privalt 
organizations  such  as  the  American  Red  Cross  and  philanthropic  foundations.  Consequently,  ths 
data  vary  considerak>ly  as  to  reference  periods,  definitions  of  terms  and,  for  ongoing  sorios.  ths 
numk>er  and  frequency  of  time  periods  for  wfiich  data  are  available. 

The  statistics  presented  were  ot>tained  and  tabulated  by  various  means.  Some  statietics  aie 
t>ased  on  complete  enumerations  or  censuses  while  others  are  t>ased  on  samples.  Some  informa- 
tion is  extracted  from  records  kept  for  administrative  or  regulatory  purposes  (school  enroiment 
hospital  records,  securities  registration,  financial  accounts,  social  security  records,  income  tax  re- 
turns, etc.),  while  other  information  is  olytained  explicitly  for  statistical  purposes  through  interviews 
or  by  mail.  The  estimation  procedures  used  vary  from  highly  sophisticated  sdentffic  techniques,  to 
crude  "informed  guesses.*' 

Each  set  of  data  relates  to  a  group  of  individuals  or  units  of  interest  referred  to  as  the  tatgat 
universe  or  target  popuiation,  or  simply  as  the  universe  or  population.  Prior  to  data  coilection  ths 
target  universe  should  be  dearly  defined.  For  example,  if  data  are  to  be  collected  for  the  universe 
of  households  in  the  United  States,  it  is  necessary  to  define  a  "household.'*  The  target  universe 
may  not  be  completely  tractable.  Cost  and  other  considerations  may  restrict  data  codection  to  a 
survey  universe  of  households  on  some  availat>le  Hst,  such  list  being  inaccurate,  out  of  date,  dein- 
ing  "household*'  sllghtiy  differentty,  etc  This  list  is  called  a  survey  frame  or  sampling  Urama. 

The  data  in  many  tables  are  baaed  on  data  obtained  for  all  population  units,  a  census,  or  on  data 
obtairted  for  only  a  portion,  or  sample,  of  the  population  units.  When  the  data  presented  ere  tieeed 
on  a  sample,  ttie  sample  is  usually  a  scientifically  selected  probability  sample.  This  is  e  sample 
selected  from  a  list  or  sampling  frame  in  such  a  way  that  every  posstole  sample  has  e  known 
chance  of  selection  and  usually  each  unit  selected  can  be  assigned  a  numk>er,  between  zero  end 
one,  representing  its  lilcelihood  or  probability  of  selection. 

For  large-scale  sample  surveys,  ttie  probability  sample  of  units  is  often  selected  as  a  multistage 
sample.  The  first  stage  of  a  multistage  sample  is  ttie  selection  of  a  protMMty  sample  of  laige 
groups  of  population  members,  referred  to  as  primary  sampling  units  (PSU*s).  For  example,  in  a 
national  multistage  household  sample,  PSU's  are  often  counties  or  groups  of  counties.  The  second 
stage  of  a  multistage  sample  is  ttie  selection,  wittiin  each  PSU  selected  at  ttie  first  stage,  of 
groups  of  population  units,  referred  to  as  secondary  sampling  units.  In  subsequent  stages  of 
tion,  smaller  and  smaller  nested  groups  are  choeen  until  ttie  ultimate  sample  of  poputatfon  unHs  is 
olytained.  To  qualify  a  multistage  sample  as  a  probat)ility  sample,  all  stages  of  samping  muel  be 
carried  out  using  protMbUity  sampling  methods. 

Prior  to  selection  at  each  stage  of  a  multistage  (or  a  single-  stage)  sample,  a  Hst  of  tfie 
units  or  sampling  frame  for  that  stage  must  be  olytained.  For  example,  for  ttie  first  stags  of 
tion  of  a  natxNial  household  sample,  a  Hst  of  the  counties  and  county  groups  that  form  tfie  PSIfs 
must  be  obtairted.  For  ttie  final  stage  of  selection,  lists  of  households,  and  sometimes  persons 
within  ttie  households,  have  to  be  compHed  in  ttie  field.  If  a  single-stags  sample  of  tfie  Nation's 
hospitals  is  to  be  selected,  a  list  of  hospitals  must  be  obtained  to  use  as  the  sampHng  frame.  Un- 
fortunately, it  is  virtually  impossible  to  obtain  a  complete,  up-to-date  frame  for  a  hospital  survey. 
This  is  a  problem  incurred  for  most  surveys  of  institutions  and  for  many  other  types  of  surveys  as 
well. 

Wherever  the  quantities  in  a  tat>le  refer  to  an  entire  universe,  but  are  constructed  from  data  col- 
lected in  a  sample  survey,  the  tat>le  quantities  are  referred  to  as  sample  estimates.  In  constructing 
a  sample  estimate,  an  attempt  is  made  to  come  as  dose  as  is  feasibie  to  ttie  correspondkig  uni- 
verse quantity  that  would  be  obtairted  from  a  complete  census  of  the  universe.  Estimates  tMsed  on 
a  sample  wiN.  however,  generally  differ  from  the  hypothetical  census  figures.  Two  dassificatione  of 
srrors  are  associated  witti  estimates  based  on  sample  surveys:  (1)  sariiillng  amor— the  srror  arising 
from  tfie  use  of  a  sample,  rathsr  thsn  a  census,  to  estimate  population  quantities  and  (2)  r^ormmm 
otna  afTDT— tfM)se  errors  arisinQ  from  nonsamoHna  sources.  As  rHsriissed  below,  ttis  maonHude  of 
9m  sampling  wror  tor  an  wllmala  can  uaualy  be  aelimatad  f  ^  data.  Howawar,  Iha 
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magnitude  of  the  nontimplng  error  for  an  estimate  can  rareiy  be  estimated.  Consequentty.  actual 
error  in  an  estimate  exceeds  the  estimated  error  in  the  estimate. 

The  particular  sample  used  in  a  survey  is  only  one  of  a  large  number  of  posstole  samples  of  the 
same  size  which  could  have  been  selected  usiiig  the  same  sampling  procedure.  Estimates  derived 
from  the  different  samples  would,  In  general,  differ  from  each  other.  The  standard  error  (SE)  is  a 
measure  of  the  variation  among  the  estimates  dsrived  from  all  posstole  samples.  The  standard 
error  is  the  most  commonly  used  measure  of  the  sampling  error  oi  an  estimate.  Valid  estimates  of 
the  standard  errors  of  survey  estimates  can  usually  be  calculated  from  the  data  collected  in  a  prob- 
ability sample.  For  convenience,  the  standard  error  is  sometimes  expressed  as  a  percent  of  the 
estimate  and  is  called  the  relative  standard  error  or  coefticiertt  of  variation  (CV).  For  example,  an 
estimate  of  200  units  with  an  estimated  standard  error  of  10  units  has  an  estimated  CV  of  5  per- 
cent 

A  sample  estimate  and  an  estimate  of  its  standard  error  or  CV  can  be  used  to  construct  interval 
estimates  that  have  a  prescrtt)ed  confidence  that  Ihe  interval  includes  the  average  of  the  estimates 
dsrived  from  ail  poMtole  samples  with  a  krK)wn  probability.  To  illustrate,  if  all  possiile  samples 
were  selected  under  essentially  the  same  general  corxiitions,  and  using  the  same  sample  design, 
and  if  an  estimate  and  its  estimated  standard  error  were  calculated  from  each  sample,  then: 

1.  Approximately  68%  of  the  intervals  from  one  standard  error  fc>elow  the  estimate  to  one 
staridard  error  above  the  estiriiale  vvould  include  the  average  estiriiale  derived  from  all  poss^ 
samples. 

2.  Approximately  90%  of  the  intervals  from  1.6  standard  errors  below  the  estimate  to  1.6 
standard  errors  above  the  estimale  would  include  the  average  estimate  derived  from  all  possi- 
ble samples. 

3.  Approximately  95%  of  the  intervals  from  two  standard  errors  below  the  estimate  to  two 
standard  errors  above  the  estimate  would  include  the  average  estimale  derived  from  all  possi- 
ble samples. 

Thus,  for  a  particular  sample,  one  can  say  with  the  appropriate  level  of  confidence  (e.g.,  90%  or 
95%)  that  the  average  of  all  posstole  samples  is  included  in  the  constructed  interval  Example  of  a 
confidence  interval:  An  estimate  to  200  units  with  a  standard  error  of  10  units.  An  approximately  90 
%  confidence  interval  (plus  or  minus  1.6  standard  errors)  is  from  164  to  216. 

All  surveys  and  censuses  are  subject  to  nonsamping  errors.  Nonsampling  errors  are  two  lands— 
random  and  rKXirandom.  Random  nonsamping  errors  arise  because  of  the  varying  interpretation  of 
questions  (by  respondents  or  interviewers)  and  varying  actions  of  coders,  keyers,  and  other  proces- 
sors. Some  randomness  is  also  introduced  when  respondents  must  estimale  values.  These  same 
errors  usually  have  a  nonrandom  component  NonrarKkxn  nonsampling  errors  result  from  total  non- 
response  (no  usable  data  obtained  for  a  sampled  unit),  partial  or  Hern  nonresponse  (only  a  portion 
of  a  response  may  be  usable),  inabMty  or  unwWngness  on  the  part  of  respondents  to  provide  cor- 
rect information,  dtfficulty  interpreting  questions,  mistakes  in  recordkig  or  keying  data,  errors  of  col- 
lectk)n  or  proceesing,  and  coverage  problems  (overooverage  and  undercoverage  of  the  target  uni- 
verse). Random  nonreaponse  errors  usually,  but  not  always,  result  in  an  urxlerstalement  of  sam- 
ping  errors  and  thus  an  overstatement  of  the  prsdston  of  suvey  estimates.  Estimating  the  magni- 
tude of  nonsamping  errors  woukj  require  spedal  experiments  or  access  to  independent  data  and, 
coneequently,  the  magnitudes  are  soktom  available. 

Nearly  all  types  of  nonsamping  errors  that  affect  surveys  also  occur  in  oomplele  censuses.  Since 
surveys  can  be  conducted  on  a  smaNer  scale  than  censuses,  nonsamping  errors  can  presumably 
be  contrded  more  tightly.  Relatively  more  funds  and  effort  can  perhaps  be  expended  toward  eldt- 
ing  responses,  detecting  and  correcting  response  error,  and  reducing  processing  errors.  As  a  result 
survey  results  can  sometimes  be  more  accurate  than  census  results. 

To  compensate  for  suspected  nonrandom  errors,  adjustments  of  the  sample  estimates  are  often 
made.  For  example,  adjustments  are  frequentiy  made  for  nonreeponse,  both  total  and  partial.  Ad- 
justments made  for  eKher  type  of  nonreeponse  are  often  referred  to  as  imputations.  Imputation  for 
total  nonresponse  is  usually  made  by  substituting  for  the  questionnairs  responses  of  ttie  nonre- 
spondents  ttie  "average"  questionnaire  responses  of  ttie  respondsnts.
